My dt^r Collier: 

Tour request that / should say somefhinji on kehaif 
of line drawing and the many ways you suggest for mr 
to say it sounds so easy that I find myself ^^almost per¬ 
suaded / dont like your suggestion of a ^^dutated 
par^graph^^ and your threat to *Uend some one up here 
to interview me'' is dreadful. 

Your letter to a young artist" sounds fatherly^ but it 
is the least painful way out of st, and. as beginners do 
write asking questions, a longer letter printed in this 
wax might after all be better than the short notes / have 
been sending them. 

So this is my excuse, dnd let it be distinctly under¬ 
stood that this adi^Ue is onh intended for those young 
people who have asked for it. 

T7 begin with. I recommend pen and ink for beginners, 
for by using line their shortcomings are easily seen and 
located. In other mediums a beginner is apt to be non¬ 
committal and deal sn broad pale smudges somewhere in¬ 
side of which he hopes the right drawing may be. It is 
far better for him to do his drawing in a definite way y for 
the louder it calls out for correction the better off he is. 

Of all modes of pictorial expression the line drawing 
is the most direct. Jnd wish pen and ink there is less 
fear of the beginner wasting valuable time fumbling over 
a hopeless drawing in search of some accidental effect .for 


paper will onh stand a moderate amount of scratching be¬ 
fore it turns back into pulp. ,111 beginners should make a 
great number of draivings. This teaches economy of line, 
which makes the detection of errors a very easy matter. 

The beginner's future depends entirely upon his abtlity 
and willingness to see his own faults. If he is successful 
in this it is a pretty sure sign that with patience he will 
have the power to correct them. To draw correcth should 
be a beginner s first concern. Time is needed, and if none 
of it is wasted style will be acquired quite unconscioush. 

Reginners are worried needlessly over the quality of 
paper and ink to be used. It is only necessary that one 
should be white and the other black. 

For some reason all beginners draw very much alike. 
Those who work the hardest are the first to get away 
from this sameness. First of all a stars must be made 
before any guiding is possible. Searh all children draw 
more lessi consequently there are a great number of 
parents fearing that if they withhold their encourage¬ 
ment a career may be destroyed. It is more likeh to be 
the other way about, for it is entirely a matter to 
be worked out by the beginner himself. And too much 
help is bad for the self-reliance without which there is 
no chance. And now I believe I have answered most 
of the questions that I have been asked. IFhat I pre¬ 
scribe I take myseif in the hope that it is right.

I F one may venture on that danKeruus think. ^ 
literary analogy, ft would be that Gibson is the 
Thackeray of black and*white drawing and Fhil 
May U the llKkens This mransv of course, that Mr 
filbsoD ts more of a satirist than a humiwist. While 
he draws real faces of real pe«>ple. he puts them in 
|Hlsihun^ which suggest the contrasts and ironies of 
life. This rem«ives him from the racex<wy of merely 
clever draughtsmen into that field of social satire 
and phihisophical observation where the great artisti 
in black and white fmm Hogarth to the jwesent 
have always exhibited their genius, and ii slioiild be 
Kaid emphatically that Mt Gilson has never used bis 
satire to make fun id what is worthy and ideal, hut 
that u has hern dirciicd against slvam, liy(MX'risy. 
and self'deceit. H he bas. to an appreciable extent 


formeil thr ta»tr oi young men and young women in 
dress, he has also cast Hi% weight in favor of what is 
straight, hnnorabk. genuine, and gentle in conduct. 

O K his tec hnMal side the present writer can not

Normally this State is close to the head of the l>en»«»- 
cratk column, but <n thia year of naiiiinal apatiiy there 
is just a chance that Room veil may get iU eighteen 
electoral votes. For apathy U usually a bad sign fur 
the Democrats in Misaouri. Then, many elements are 
oppoainc joa^h W. Polk, the Democratic candidate 
who beat nia field fur the nominatiun on an anti-tsMsIle 
platform; aome from honeet partisanship, some front 
dtstrustof hU aauiicUtes on the ticket, ana others from 
a lively sense of future painful proceedings should the 
vigorous young puhlk* prosecutor continue hU perni' 
rinus activity against t^xMlUng. using to that end the 
great powers which this State deleftates to iu chief ex* 
ccutive. Should I hey succeed in deicatiog Pidk. whkii. 
at the present wriltog seems highly improbable, or 
should they be able to give bim a close race, which u 
by no means so unlikely. Parker may lose tbeHtstc. for 
the r>emocratie National ticket bitU fair to run coiuid- 
erably behind the Sute ticket. Certainly tlie Repol*- 
Ih ans are working with a vigor vhkb evinces anytoing 
tHit hupelcsenewi. and which nas Mirred their opponent** 
iiuc of the perilous lethargy bred of an anttcipated 
walkover.

In Colorado we 
should choose any alternative to PrAiM»hY. unless it were a des¬ 
perately bad one La Foi.i.ettk*s defeat would be a misfortunr 
to Wisconsin* for it would show the national machine slaughter¬ 
ing a man who stands for righteous changes which the people 
want. In Illinois a practical reformer is running against an 
firdinary second-rate machine Democrat. In Missouri the State 
eiccitun is more important than Ihe national election itself. M'c 
would rather see Park^.r President th-in see Foic defeate<|, 
tor F<»i.k is the most unmistakable centre of correct political 
principle in the held anywhere to-day. 

"THH NATURE OF A TARIFF is illustrated amusingly in a 
J pamphlet, circnlatcfl in the female suffrage States of Col¬ 
orado. Wyoming, Utah, and Idahrs making corKts an issue by 
declaring that they have become better and cheaper under a 
protective tanK. The argument is out an ea^ty one to grasp. 
American cursetK are cheaper* it is alleged, and much better 
adapted to American wai%t«. and yet a tariff is needed to keep 
«<«men from buying from Belgium. France, and ffermany. A 
bw. apiMirently. is nredrd to force women to purchase what they 
desire iiulead of what they donT. The whfde tariff question 
h 


is about as lucid as this. Many men are free traders. 00 prin¬ 
ciple, as a sort of religion* and others aic protectiunisu, on 
principle, as a sort of religion, but the numtnrr of cogent, rele¬ 
vant, and cuiuprehensibir fails that are forthcoming is small. 
England, after a thorough trainicg in free trade, contemplates 
returning tu protecthm. Opinion in this country, after a long 
expcrimeoi with hi^h tariffs, is now' tending gently 
toward reduction. Certain favored interests, however, i ? * ues 
will not allow (hr people to make any change, and 
favored interests have more power than a mere^ rnajurity has, 
unless the majority is excited and large. Economists have nearly 
all been free traders, and the imlustrial nations of the earth arc 
nearly all for protection. It is a subject in which alistract 

reasoning is inadequate. It is a subject for experience, and the 
same experiences are interpreted m precisely opposite ways 

T he PRESIDENT OF HARVARD has lately used the word 
gentleman in defining his idea of what a college student 

ought to be. It is a dangerous word, (artgled as it it with 
old-time weakness and old-tirne strength. Dr. Ki.iut has been 
attacked* here and there, for using it. He cniiigaied it, how¬ 
ever, hy ass<Kiating with it the word democratic. The com¬ 
pound which he described is an admirable creation, whatever 

may be thought of the felicity of these two words. gentle¬ 

man/’ says the President* "is quiet. He does not bluster* or 
hustle* or hurry, or vociferate. He U a serene person/' bo far 
Dr. Eliot has history with him. He goes on: Another of 
hit qualities is s dis[>ositiun to see the superiorities in persons* 
rather than their inferiorities* and u> wish to associate with his 
HUperiorw rather than with his inferiors." It is to be feared 
that hiitorically the kind of superiors with whom *’gentlenicn” 
sought to asiociate would hardly be deemed remark¬ 
able for actual sutieriority to-day, Gratitude would 
be due to him who should invent a word ronuining 
the valuable part of the meaning of ^’gentleman*’ and omit¬ 
ting the class implications. New ideals need new words. ^’Bright 
thoughts, dear deeds, constancy, fidelity, bounty* anil generous 
honesty" are the qualities attributed by Sir Th^iuah Brownr to 
the *’trut heroic English gentleman." Emkriu»n calls a gentle¬ 
man. ’^the finished man, the man of sense, of grace, of accom¬ 
plishment, of social power." Kvskin attributes to him fineness 
of bodily as well as of mental structure. TiiAtarKAV. who 
sometimes laughed at this word, asks, among other things, if a * 
gentleman ought to be a (rue husband, of decent life, with debts 
all paid, with wisdom and lofty aimiL It would be a rash per¬ 
son who should desenbe these virtues as gentlemanly. In days 
of class division each class had its su|wrionties*^thc pcat»antry. 
the gentry* and the bourgeoisie. Our ideal man to ilay a 
combination, and he draws at least as much of his character from 
the bourgeoiMc, or middle class* as from the aristocracy. 

T O THOSE READERS who arc displeased with us* for seem¬ 
ing too much like the Church of l.a 4 Klicra* there ought ti> 
be comfort in the articles of Mr. Wattfrson and Mr. R4>KAeAKii.. 
These readers complain, sometimes, that, even when we iDcline 
toward one party in a political controversy, we delay the game by 
admissions about the side supported and by praise of its opponents. 
Now by turning a page, readers of this class will bask in satis¬ 
faction. In the strenuous declarations of the distinguished lawyer 
and the no lesa distinguished editor no sign of hesi¬ 
tation ia to be discerned, M'l- are, in truth, glad to 
have intense convictions expressed with intcnsiiy. Mr. 

M'attrhmin believes that Republican victory will mean tiniver&Al 
calamity. Mr. Bo.vapartc, independent thinker as he is. and 
famed as a leader in free political decision, secs Mr. R 4 M>«»i« 
vti.T in the same bnlHant rose tints which he seems to wear 
for the members of his i'abinct.

A S AN tXPfcRT ON GOVERNMENT. Mr. Jamks llavn hold» 
a place secciml to no man. In knowledge nf foreign affairs 
he has no rival among Englishmen except Sir Chaki.i.s Duur. 
In knowledge of American affairs he stands easily first in his 
country. His '^American Commonwealth** is the most complete 
and lucid description of our present day ilemorracy. Dunng his 
present visit to this country Mr. Hhvc& has maile the statetnmt 
that the chief danger which threatens political life in our times 
is the gfoming power of wealth, espciially as shown in the tend¬ 
ency to abuse public authority and public office ffir the naku 4»f 
private gain. That the power of concentraterl and urganued 
money is our gravest danger most .Americans will agree. Packers 
fight with labor and reimburio.* themselves by lalsing 
ANcToVArt price of beef. Chi-makers own Senators and 

Senators select PreKidrntK. .A change there must be. 
The only question is the method. We wish as little interference 
as possible. Too much regulation ik u* b^id as immunity in 
evil. .As an English visitor remarked the other iluy, red upe 
is the opposite extreme to graft, and the ideal is to stand be 
tween them. We do not want any more official ilictatmn than 
is necessary in any walk of life. The question is, ('an we awaken 
public opinion to such an extent that it will, by the selection 
of honest legislative and executive officeholders, and by the 
supervision of them, make our laws work more saiisfaciorily? 
Slight legal changes and a sharper popular conscience would be 
far better than stringent measures and reduced responsibility 
tn the voters. Centralised power is the antithesis uf political 
health. Too much taw is the end of freedom. 

T he propriety of receiving for educatinoal or religious 
use money utnied by- cuntact with questionable hands has 
been passed upon by the Yale authorities in a judgment more 
novel than that involved in acting upon the acceptance uf a 
RocRcrrj.i.ya donation or a CAUKRoir, library. Vale felt itself 
justified in accepting a sum amounting in American money to 
atK>ui $40,000. which British missionary sc»cieties had declined. 
The money was an indemnity paid by the Chinese H<'xers for 
the murder of two English mtssionaries. The stK:icijes 
G 1 I* t s to which the martyrs belonged refused to accept the 
gift from the ('binesc (t<ivemment. spuming it as 
“blood miincy/* and the Chinese (kivcrntncnt proudly declined 
to uke the money back, handing it over tu the British Onv- 
ernment to hold in trust for some missionary object. The Vale 
Foreign Missionary Society declared that it felt no qualms about 
accepting and devoting ii te» the crcciinn of a couple of build¬ 
ings for its new missian college in <*hiang*su. (*hina, the first to 
be founded in a foreign land by an Aneriran university. This 
decision by Y^alc may serve as a precedent, in case the Boter* 
t 


should burst into that renewal of activity which is being proph¬ 
esied, If they do feel compelled to remove a few more 
missionaries, money will doubtless be exacted again, on Mawk 
1 wain's famuus principle of **hcads wc win, taels you lose,'* 
and it is difficult to see any objection io using this money for 
societies which supply the deficit in missionaries which the 
Rnxers thus create. 

TWO LITTLE INCIDENTS, for apart, bring the cat, with 
1 weird, imaginative setting, into the world's news. In Pitts* 
burg the agent of a humane society has interfered with the 
chop suey industry, by attacking Chinamen for a successful in¬ 
genuity. A hole is cut in a back fence, on the inner side of 

which is placed a fettered cat. In from the alley, then, come 
many other felines, led by sympathy wiilt their kind. When the 
yard swarms with them the hole is closed and chop suey is 
secured with little noise or effort. The agent of humanity, nr 
feltnity, objects, apparently, nut to tbe wbolesiimentss of cat as 
an article of diet, but Co Che idea of kiLing an animal not sane* 
tioned by American custom as a victim to man's aopctite. The 
visiting Filipinos at St, l.ouis have lieen allowed to cat dogs, 
and we imagine the Pittsburg specialist in sympathy will hardly 
be upheld. The harmless, necessary cal is just as much sub¬ 
ject to the Higher or Higher Necessity uf man as are shrep 
in America or snails and frogs io France. The other 
incident in which the cat figurrs in large issues comes cat 
all the way from Asia. A letter is published from un 
American woman who was for a time shut up in Port Arthur, 
and whn gives an account of the effect uf the biiinbardment 
upon the large numbers of cats which assembled on the roofs 
as soon as shells began to fall: “At each gunshot the cats 
arched their hacks and stiffened their legs, and seemed both 
terrified and furious. Then when a hissing shell arrived, it gave 
the signal (or a frightful baitle 1'hey jumped at each other 
like ragmg tigers, and seemed to hold each other responsible 
for what was taking place. The effect was so comical that we 
could nut help laughing, though the occasion was not one tn 
inspire gaycty. After having fought, the cats retired for a 
while, but as soon as the bombardment began again they went 
through the same husmesA.** Stuinehow this vivid picture nf the 
cats and their confused distress makes war seem small. It gives 
one a feeling Uke what is given by poetry to the battles of long ago: 

'‘Ihr bw long since In sdmee stvpi; 

Alike the cnoquemr silent steeps.** 

•Surveying the cat, from Pituburg to Pori Arthur, mokes one 
feel much as one dues in casting the philosophic eye oa what 
mankind is doing, from <*hina to Peru. Humanity speaks for 
man in Boston and for onimaU in Pennsylvania, while in another 
quarter of the globe Russians. Japanese, and tom-cats make the 
welkin ring with the universal last res*>rt uf argument. 

T he Bl.ONDE IS rilKEAlENED with extinction. The threat. 

however, emanates from nothing more importaiu iliati an 
instructor in one of the advertising universities. Mis theory is 
that fairness implies anaemia ami hence ultimate extinction. Since 
the fair-haired bartiarians overcame the swat thy Romans, there 
has been a great mingling of blondes in Europe, the general 
mixture being neither ns light as the Frank nor as dark as the 
Italian. The darker the race the more it admires fair hair and 
eyes and skin. In Titian*^ day, famous beauties procured golden 
lucks by (he help of rbrniistry, apparently with no loss of social 
«i(.TCion. To-day the process of inanufuctunng blondness has be¬ 
come so common that it has cheapened that form of beauty, 
and the term “blomlr** is often used tn connote a 
lady whose character trivial to the verge of wrong. blondc 
I t seems that the ladies in charge nf morals nt Rad- 
cliffe and Bryn Mawr Have been treating their students os if 
they were all blondes. They have warned the girls against ever 
visibly regarding passing man. This may be good advice for 
the artificial East, where young wumen who are not brought up 
to he fragile and delicate violets are looked upon as improper, 
w, as it were, iiernxide. In their character, but bow will it 
strike students from the unspoiled West, where well-bred girls 
are natural and free, without either of the Eastern extremes, 
and would no sooner think of affecting cast-down eyes than they 
would of altering the color of their hair?

in Cuba, he has adjusted Vcneruela's imbroglio with 
her creditors; he ha>* M-tikd the C<»al Mfike; he basset 
on fo«it a just and conservati%*e system to supervise and 
c«wiirol the "Trusts", nr ha* resnlotely and effet us rly. 
yet prudently, enlofced existing Federal laws against 
ispiutists and workmen alike; he has firmly, but tem- 
|>?rale1y, resUled tbeatleiripted diclstinAof race preju¬ 
dice at the South. and be has assured us an Isthmian 
Canal in the near future and by the Iw^t route hiuh 
a rectied for three yeirs tn the White House will not 
suffer by comptrisiin with that of any Pre^iident since 
Lincoln. 

Vh these thing* are by no means all he has done in 
that lime, and don*', on the whole, with rtmarkaUle 
sutiCis. During these three years both the Army and 
tive Navy have been rei»fganued and the latter im¬ 
mensely increased, the Civil Service law ha.9 been ex¬ 
tended in applaation andenfocted with a thoroughnew. 
hitherto unKnown; the h*l<J of our diplomacy has 
vastly widened, ami lu bnldoess and tact have been 
universally rei*ogn:xetl. ftitallv. the eradication of 
ahii»es and the punishment of unfaithful public ser- 
vaiiIh have been a* inflexible and far-reaching os the 
President's «*ill and p«>wer could make them.

When 
we met or pow^ women and children he threw out to 
them, if they were walking, or showered their vehicles 
if they drove, a pink storm of his chewing gum.

He met d<«»prvs of ac 
quaintances. furgetiing neither names nor fores.

To thi^ re¬ 
treat Mr Share conducted as many (leopk asaiuld pr>s- 
sibly crowd in, there to be regaled at bis expense. 
There were m> vests, nor were they needed: we all lined 
up against (be counter, and each received a quart tin- 
cup iif boding chicory and t large tm platter wheretm 
fepuoed, mingled in pleasant confusion, about a hatful 
of ladled boanv and fried potatoes, one-half of a half- 
builed chicken, and i aectioa of moist crusted apple pk. 
about as eatable at a wet b(iok. 1 profeva my admira¬ 
tion and respect for thw who labored for tbe church 
building fund, yet It was tmposoibk not to fear that 
their piety askeu too much 
of tbe gasiruoomlc capsci- 
ties of even tbe camluiate 
for Kecurder. 

Not so: very for from iL 
He placed himself in a 
commanding nomtion at 
tbe head ni the counter, 
and. after one glance of

Tliey shook the 
band of each oi the thirty <»f more painters in that big 
riH*m. This was the ru%»m where the work was in black 
paint. From il they nxs»ei1 into one of the varnishing 
rooms, where a round of handshaking securely t'ar- 
nished the black (giini upon them. Thence they went 
through the room where blue paint was used; after 
which the blue was varnished in. Pa-Aing from room 
to room, the candidates made furtive efforts to dry their 
hands on their handkerchiefs, and then wiped their hot 
faces on those aaime handkerchiefs, with sinking rffcci.

DOUBTFUL STATES AND THE SILENT VOTE 
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V.—WEST VIRGINIA: CORRUPTION RAMPANT 


Chaulcstow. Wist Visni^u, Oetefer so 
[RCl'MSTANXES so shape themselves in some 
localities that even with the best intentions <d 
non-partiMiiship. the honest oloerver find^ him¬ 
self inevitaMv leaning to one party or the other. 
Thus, in Uiascuri, ^v^k (a Democrat) in<lut*iublv rep- 
rcnents clean government; bis opponents, theola. evil 
system. La rulletie In Wiscunsiu and lieneen in llh- 
nois fboth Republicans} stand, as obviously, for the 
belter a^inst the worae Here in We»t Virginia the 
problem is more difRcult. Neither side represents anv- 
thing loftier than expediency. Roth seem, on their 
records of party government. e<tttally conscienceless. 
So, if Ibts article apiiears, in ewtervre, anti-Republican 
it is only because the Kepublican parly It in p(»aer. has 
long been in power and has grown arrogant «*ith power. 
What is now true of II has been. In the past, true of 
iM opponents. Corruption is of no one party. It is of 
the body politic- West Virginia, to-day the greatest 
"boom" State in the L'niun, is poisoned throughout 
with a political conca mi nation ao thoroughly aMuml- 
lated that ita ulcers are visible in every de|iartment of 
public life. 

Basing judgment on the igoo plurality of x9,«h>o. lids 
State may fairly be regarded as normally Republican. 
Only the RepublicanB can defeat the Republican candi¬ 
dates here, this November, and they are in a fair way 
to do it. Last spring W M O. UiwMm. the Kepnli- 
lican candidate for Governor, and Governor White, the 
present incumbent, had a tax bill pAsxd which U now 
the paramount issue in the campuign. Ostensibly It 
was oetigneil in relieve the farmer and smali property 
holder, and to put the heavy burden uf taxation 
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the Cl Mil. nil. timber. bihI rallriAd interests, which con¬ 
stitute the chief wealth of the State. Without going 
into the merith of the law, 11 wdt suffice cu say here 
that it has aroused intense resentment amung all 
clashes, and it will admittedly liwe tn the party that 
fatliered it thnusands of rotes. In it. capital sees a 
threat of permanent “hold-up," while 1 he farmer \h being 
cliN| 0 fiiily peisuaded (and »n the face of it the tax 
measure seems to bear out this claim 1 that instead i»i 
reducing hii tribute to the State, the law will double it 
No deoial is made by Republicans that this measure 
ha^ put them upon the defensive, Hut they asucrt that 
il will nol divert enough votes to change tne result. 

Most nf the di4<«mtented Ke|i(iblk'ans with whom I 
have talked—and uoe comes up^in them everywhere — 
Bay that they will vote for R^itraetelt arnl Fairbanks, 
but Will «ipMt Xty the Deemicrallc candidates un the State 
ticket. Such is the form nf hallut in this Sure that 
HptitliAg a tKkel Is a delivnte and cumbersome enter- 
peise. Indubitably, many votes will be nullified by 
illegal markingB, and these may be counted as Inst t<» 
HtRvseTclt. Other malcontents will "go the whole h^»g" 
and cast a straight l>em*H'ratJc b:ilUit In order b>com}iaM 
the defeat of Dawson. If Dawson is beaten by any con¬ 
siderable plurality, he will drag the entire ticket down 
with him On tlie other hand, should his opponent wid 
by ocly a small margin, the RepubliciiA Prcstdential 
candidates may well pull through on party loyalty. 

Other influences than the tax law are w'orking in tlie 
detriment of the Republican parly The nomination 
of Dawson was accomplished only after a etruggle of 
unprecedented hitternebs, carried nn by methods thui 
were a mere mockery of the right of sufirage. C. K. 
Teter was I>awM»n*s «j*p(«ofient. B<>lh snies h*d a strong 
and active urganixxtM»n in every county, and in many 
of the counties the fight was fought out with every 
wcatMm kn*i«n 10 pilitical wirfsre. ^Hot-box iiuffirg. 
padding of the rolls, intimtdsiiion, ruffianism of hired 
thugs, o|wn and bhamclebs bribery, imporlatiun of 
fi<»atefs. and repeating were resorted 10 ny both fac¬ 
tions. The worst condithms are typified by the battk 
in Kanawha County 

Kanawha ii the capiul <ounty at West VIrginm 
Chariestim. the capital city, is the business centre of a 
wonderfully rich coal and timbrr country, a region ut 
great and sudden furtuors Hustle and enterprise are 
Its normal characteristics. Hut with all Its commerr lal 
prog rcMi VC ness. Charlcbtun iv perhaps, as rotten polit¬ 
ically as any American municipality. Civic prMc setms 
not to exist, public utenion K almost dead. Calumni' 
iius Statements these, if made upon the authority of a 
mere ouuide ohiers er: but they are nut made upon my 
own fesptinsibillty. They are the open expressiim of 
the leading cittxens without respect lo party-^that very 
“best element of cltisenshlp'* which oy reason of in¬ 
herent inactivity. di>couragement, or cowardice is re¬ 
sponsible for these lomlititins. Charleston's enforce* 
m<*nt of criminal law, partnularly as regards murder, 
has been farckdl; itb police department, commanded 
by a profeselunal law-breaker, is largely made up of the 
lawless clement. ite political pnweMs are based upon 
the dollar and the pistol. The DaWMin-Tcter fight at 
the primaries enlisted all the elements of lawtessnesa 
Chief of Police **BrinDy** Lynn waa m charge nf the 
i>aws<m forces at one of the |H>M]ng places. Lynn is 
typical of the Kanawha CiHjnty system of political re¬ 
wards. He U an ex-divekeerier w*ho. at the time of his 
appointment, w'an under indictment for running a 
"blind tiger*' in his h»njse nf evil resort near the town 
limits.

Giving him cri^lt 
for willingnrav to prosecute, there leno law under which he can 
pruceetl. Vnder the present system in Weil Virginia, no crime 
against the suffrage at primaries, unless such primaries are called 
by a special formula wnKh ii not in u»tnmon use. is punbbable. 
At a regular elet'tion there is a penalty tridicuhnisly inadequate! 
for bribery. balUji-boa stufHng. and stmildr offences. In so far 
as bribery is concerned it ba dead letter. There has never b^n 
in the history of Kanawha County, nor, so far as 1 can discover, 
in the State of West Virginia, a prosecution (or bribery or a ci>n- 
viction for eleeiion frauda. Two years ago a reward fund of 
iLouo wa*^ raised in Charleston fi>r the coovktion of illegal 
s'oters. Nut a bank in the city dared hedd ii as a trustee. Thai 
year negrova voted wh<» variously gave their residences to the 
oflkiaisasSt. Albanss KansasCity. Mitsuuri. and Oallipoha. Ohio 

Tn Parkersburg the delegates to the Slate Convention were 
chosen by a mais cons’ention. The Dawson forces organised, 
elected delegate*, adjourned, and spent the rest of the day try* 
ing to keep the Teter forces frum doing likewise. Every time 
the Teter men gi»t tneir meeting under way. a rush would be 
made by the DawrH>niriM>|'^. and a free-f<w-ali row would ensue 
All the afternoon the electors played football. Hired thug^ and 
negro bruisers came to gri|M with the leading hnanciai, legal, 
ami business lights o! the community. The lurniture was re¬ 
duced to splintera. the piano on the stage wa* lorn to pieces, 
and at one time the interested spectators fled in pank. faring 
that the flimsy building was anout to fall. Vri no one was 
killed, and there were only a few arms and legs broken when the 
Teter men Anally effected what they called an organisation. 

Naturally. h*»ih fai tions went to the Stale Convention al 
Wheeling ready for anything It was really an astuntshing con¬ 
vocation. For one thing the fMwson men. whi» were in control, 
dbpensed with the Committee on Credentials* The Teter con- 
lestanis from Kanawha got nt>cliance to iwesetil their case, be¬ 
cause. as («e uf the leaders in the convention declarvKl '*if the 
truth about Kanawha comes <nit here, it will rnise a slench that 
will drive the beet element oui of the parly." Tbuse in control 
of the cnnventi<>n ''bulled through" their programme. 

Dawson wor> by methods niiliiabiy unfair, when he could as 
well have won by fair methods, as he bad a majority <if the dele¬ 
gates in any case. The Teter men arc very bitter, and. although 
Teter himself rs loyal, many of them will cast a silent vote lor 
the liemtwratk candidates. 

HolitlcUnn^d twdh parties assure me that Dawson personally 
bi "straight." '‘Straight" seems to l»e largely a relative term. 
For kn&tancc [Uwson has been fur eight years Secretary of 
State of West Virginia There are about twelve thousand cor¬ 
poral inns. a large proportion of them doing busineia in other* 
parts of the c'luntry. which are incorporated under the liheral 
Laws of West Virginia, and all of these are respimsible. tn certain 
details df manugemvnt and legal status, to the Secretary of State. 
When a charter is taken out by a corporatUm. the Secretary of 
State srnd^out s notice requiring the incorpciraluta to pay certain 
fees and also notifying them that by the Law the)* are comiwlled 
to appoint an attorney in the Stale. With ll^ official notice. 
Dawson has been Inchwing an advertising slip, summariring the 
lav. and making this bid for bis own private pracikc 
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This remarkable document is headed "Circular No. lo. State 
Kit West Virginia, office of Secretary of State. Charleston." and 
hu all the appearance of a State document Thus Hr. Dawson 
has not only Men using his position as a persuasive influence 
(let ui put It mildly) upon the cor|KiratH»i>s. but he has also been 
drumming up his private business nl the State's eapense for sta* 
lioneryand prwtage. When 1 asked the pnlitkians about this 
thev were frankly amused. 

"Vnu're not going to publish a little thing like that, art you?" 
said they. "Why, that's a recognised (lerquHite of theoflke." 

This 1 found to be true. Former S^retaries of Stale have 
done it It was under a licmiwratK administration that the 
scheme started. This office has been a famous grafting ground 
Id other iwrtkulars. The present Ikmocratic hiwa of Kanawba 
County, Will Chiltoa. was short in his acc<»unts some 9ao>ooo 
when Ik was Secretary of State, and no one ever knew whither 
the mnney wenL Afterward, under pm-sure. he paid it back. 
Further to illustrate my point that the Ikmorrats are no better 
than the Kepubli<a*i«. Ilieonty Kepubhean nominee ni>w indors^ 
by the r>emocratic party in lunawha County is the candidate for 
Circuit Judge, and he has to lii« m ord a defalcaiion of several 
thousand d^lars of public funds, onlv a small part of whkh has 
he ever paid in. It Is hard ir» And a ^taie or etty admintsiration 
here without its shameful record r»f money baldly stolen.

T hat corporations may be either good or bad ha* 

been said ao often that it has passed into a joke. Never* 

thcless, it remains a truth. Some people can see no good in 

corporations or their works, and du not discriminate in crilicis* 
itig men connected with corporations. Any official who is against 
corporations they think is for the people, and a usurpation of 

power by such a man U excusable if directed against corpora* 

tions. But corporations arc a part of the people, and they 
are useful instrument* in mrHiem life. In the long nin their 
interest* may coincide with those of the rest of the people. 
Individual business men, large and small, arc guilty, too, of 
the same offence* which (he corponiiion* practice, and, in the 
case of some offences, ui an even greater extent, since the 
artion* of the indtTidual are leas likely to be noticed: such 
offences, for instance* a* big profiu fn>m small cap- 
cosp^jSAnoNs tUl and evasion of taxatiM. There is no good in 
this tendency to throw on to corporations alone a 
blame which belongs on business men as a class or on the 
people themselves for indifference or lack of moral fibre. Granted 
this, however, tt remains true that business is more and more 
in corporate form, and that vast aggregations of wealth in action 
are nearly always in that form. When people loosely attack 
corporations they are really aiming at abuses of the money 
power, and are merely infelkitous io their use of words. Some 
of the worst combinations need not be corporations and often 
are not. They may depend on mere private agreements, al¬ 
most impoMible to prove, as is notably the case among the 
packers, if all the beef men should undertake to form them* 
>»elves into one corporntion they would be suppressed, but they 
can attain tht same end by a little chat among plcnipotentuirirs 
and the law can not reach them.

yHIS AUTUMN WILL Shb REVIVED a question of inipor- 
I tance in our education. Early in the summer Hxnhv S. 
PRIICHRIT, President of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, put before his alumni a pruposul for association with 
Harvard University. The project met with almost univerxul dis¬ 
approval. It has. nevertheless, the support of leading minds in 
both ifistltutioas. Merely to sute it almost proves its value. 
We frequently boast of Americans eminence in science. A 
paper by Mr. Fmit HRTT in the ^^Ropular Science Monthly** for 
October will show how little there is to minister, a* he put* 
it, to our national vanity. We arc inferior to the English in 
the breadth with which we approach science ami to the <»ermans 
in exact progresa. Tbe Harvard-Technology plan would pnimoic 
science both in liberality of spirit and in amount of accom¬ 
plishment. The students of the Institute now look upon Har¬ 
vard as a den of flabby culture, and Harvard students look 
upon the apostle* of science across the river as dry 
Philistines, One of ibe stupidities of any college is 
to regard other* as hostile and inferior. The pro¬ 
posed association would mcideouUy combat this feeble prejudice. 
Its main purpose would be to create the best home of science 
in America, where otherwise there would be two rival second- 
rate school* within three milei. Some $600,000. bestowed re¬ 
cently upon Harvard for teaching science, would he given to 
Technology, which would do the scientific work for both institu* 
tions, while each retained it* independence. Instead of division 
of strength there would be concentration. Instead n( vapid 
prejodice there woulil he a broad and useful purpi>se. Instead 
of two place* of learning, weakened at a vital point by divided 
energy, there would be a beautiful stretch of property Ironi 
Boylston Street to Harvani Square, some three miles of land 
and buildings owned by two instituiums with functions which 
were separated, but not wasteful or conflicting. I'he vanity 
which opposed Mr. Patti.

roused them to a meaning. Keadlly mioed. they re¬ 
sponded magnificently, and when ] left the hall, ten 
minutes later. 1 was almrist thr first to gi>. 1'wrnty 
impromptu irratiuns were being delivered to as many 
big griiii|». :ini everybody was talking and gesticulai- 
tng with enthusiasm As I went out I li;ip|ieDed to 
itiHMe among the most seriously excited an acquaint¬ 
ance. one Jame^ roiiMleiter. a rie'er-do-weel ex-white* 
washer, now a periputelic guest at the workhouse. 
He was not one of the orators, he was, Ikowe^er. ihe 
centre of a bcnly of attf*ntive men. and he was talking

Although many pe«»pte who had not been present felt 
the Irntwudstency. I was n«>t stirpMsrd todiKoter. from 
the morning papers, that at the vooclusion of the meet* 
mg called to denounce SAKithern iniimidathm ibe 
'Colored Men's Northern Purity and Protective 
league" had been formed, but it was a little astim- 
iibing to learn that Mr. James Pulndexier bad been 
elect^ prehident of the League. 

There was much printed atN»ut the League and its 
obiects in the local columns during the rest of the cam¬ 
paign. and even Mr. Sam Arhaugh sometime* looked 
disturbed and irritable. On election day there was an 
uneipectedly light vole. The Democrats—or. rather, 
one of the brewing syndicates—had the better of it. 
and their men went in. The ItaUans and the buyable 
vote generally had favored (hem. while com]iaralively 
few negrties had voted. The League was a sore joke 
to some politicians and a ^vrry one to otheis Fitf 
explanations I sought out Blr. I^indezter. who. it was 
known, had &|wnt lion day. with some sixty friends 
and brothers «rf the League. lO a sylvaji spot far from 
the uoUtkal strife and annovances of the city, out of

and fog, and in many instances under artillery fire. Mr. Hare was for four days detached from his supplies and sepa* 
rated from the military division to which he had been attached. He found himself with a group of officers in the gap 
between the Second and First Japanese armies caused by Genera] Kuroki's rapid advance against the Russian left. 
These Japanese officers allowed Mr. Hare and his

to remain with them, contrary to regulations, because they feared he would be taken for a Russian by the Japanese soldiers 
and shot. As these officers and their commands participated in the battle, Mr. Hare had an unequaled opportunity to 
make photographs of actual fighting, and was for a considerable period under fire from the Russian batteries. He fell 
in with the engineers of the Fourth army when they entered Liao-Yang and was thus the first foreigner to enter the town 
with the Japanese. He developed his films that same night with a

that he had carried with him throughout the battle. In spite of the heavy mists and the rain and smoke in which many 
of the photographs were taken, Mr. Hare achieved the splendid results shown by the reproductions in this issue of 
Collier’s.

.All this possion comes with the day's work, and has the value 
of diversion. Naturally it has no bearing on our views. The 

intense difficulty t>f such questions, dividing sincere men accord¬ 

ing to the accident of their residence, we do not underrate. 

The race problem has lieen nit»e«| of late in a form that is 
peculiarly impossible of satisfying solution. Private John M. 
Smith married a negress, and there has been a strong demand 
for his dismissal from the service. As Smith was 
atationed in New Jersey, no State law forbade his JiivAra smith 
marriage. The question was. Should the United 
States army dismiss him on general principles, or, as the usual 
expression has it, “fur the good of the service**? The President 
and the Secretary of War have our sympathy, for their decision 
cither way will bring anathrmaa on thrir heart. In our opinion 
they can hardly dismiss Private Smith. It is one thing to 
objcit tn any official step which opposes race discrimination ami 
inAanu'S race tUffictilries. It is quite a different thing to ask 
the Government to take a militant port by suppressing an in* 
dividual for such a legal act as SmitbX The usual arguments 
seem to ns emircly silly. They maintidn that a legal marriage 
is b^'trer than the relations which produce mulattoes in the 
S^iuth. This contention childishly ignores the fact that social

"THE IMPORTANCE OK THIS WAR is in no danger of being 
I overstated. Asia is the biggest hone for which the great 

powers arc competing to-day. Every leading trading country 
watches the struggle with a vital interest. Meantime^ the senti¬ 
ment for peace inertrases. Every day siuiie prominent leader of 
the world speaks in the ••amc direction, and every day the gen¬ 
eral public and the press grow more weary of the Inng-dniwn 
struggle. Yet vre are all intensely interested, ('ount Tiasioi 
has written to Ei.isavcth, Queen of Roumania. that he must 
postpone a contemplated visit to her. adding that anxiety for 
hiM Wins left him without a inumrnt's peace. Two of his sons 
arc on the battlefield as soldiers and one is at the front as 
newspaper correspondent. Thus the worUrs greatest worker f<ir 
peace findit his own family active in the war, and he himsrlf 
travels miles to get the news. According to his wife, he thinks 
of nothing else. So with all ot us. The world^n mind is on 
the war. What can it do lu stop In the Peace <!onferencr. 
at BiisKin it was pointed out that peace could only be stable if it 
satisfied <he worUrs sense of justice. The argument u urged by 
friends 4if arhitraiion that in our .States forty-five nations live at 
peace, because those nations appeal to the Supreme ('ourt fur the 
decision of disputed questions. 1*hc iUuiitration is interesting, but 
it avoids the hardest aspect*. The Supreme <\mrt could n<it avoid 
the Civil War. Arbitration is progressing rapidly as far 
PEACE as questions of law and ileUil between nation* are 
concerned. M’hat we have made no progrei* toward] 
removing is war as the last appeal where vital interests arc in con¬ 
flict. Preliminary to the question of methotl in bringing peace 
propemtions to bear on the Ru*%ianH and i» the necessity 

of really thinking out the situation so that cauh of the contestants 
and all the nations of Europe can be uti*fie4l Otherwise the 
settlement would be teitqMirary Mr. Hav did well, in sptukmg to 

the peace delegates, to recugnitc and frankly state the occasional 
necessity of war. for such recognition makes ti* go more intel¬ 
ligently to work to reduce its frequency and iliminisU its atroii 
ties. If the present war were stopped by a lot of ethical enthusiasts 
in diplomatic posts, nothing woiihl he gamed. I'he wish for 
peace should rest upon th« wish fur a preceding sound oolutiun 
of the subjeeu about which the war is fought. If the situa¬ 
tion should happen to develop in such a way that the lending 
powers wished |>eace before the i'Aintestants, strong ]jre»isure 
could be exerted through the money market. 1hc financier*; 
and the government arc m close relation everywhere. If the 
RoTifsciiiius and the Bank of England in <«reat Hriiain, the 
Standard Oil people and Mr. Mono a v in this country, and half a 
duxen similar potentates in France and (Germany were to agree to 
stop the war. they could send either Kussian or bond*, 

or b«>th. to a figure which would render fighting impossible. 

^^HEN ADMIRAL TOGO WAS YOUNG, he and his fellow 
W students at the naval academy in Japan are said to have 
practiced an entertainment that would hardly be approved in 
our world. 1‘hey *at at a circular table, in the ruiddle of 
which was a cannon, which revolved slowly, on a level with 
their head*. At some moment or other the cannon was dis¬ 
charged. from a spring outside the hall. The hall might pa** 
between two head*, nr it might remove any guest of the cheer¬ 
ful banquet. True or not, the story sketches graphically the 
fighting spin! of Ja|>an. It is in line with hara-kiri, 
or \oao morals or civility, but it 

surely encourages the soldier spirit. All Ja^^ncse 
life has a trend in this direction that we xhould hardly imitate 
even if we knew it would multiply our fighting p^iwerw. Woman 
in Japan lead* a suppressed, cruelly dominated, and inferior ex¬ 
istence, treated by her master a* American* treat a dog >«r cat; 
loved, perhaps, or rejected, from the veriest caprice. The Japa¬ 
nese believe that to allow women as large a share of influence 
a* we allow them would mean a lessening of virility In the 
men, a greater tendeme**, a growing fear of suffering and 
death. Soon or late, we fancy, Japan will in this respect be 


altered by intercourse with the world. Women will count in her 
fibre anil opinion, hara-kiri will disappear, and future Tocos will 
lack the training given by (cabling in the face of wilful death. 

THK MOST libtiKAhbO KAKbK of any prominence in the 
I United States is not one of the *peciali*t» m prixe-fighting. 
nor IS It one of the mendacMms organs of Mr. Hkasst. It 

i* a weekly of which the function is to distribute news and 

scandal abi»ut society. The mind whuh guide* such a publica¬ 
tion tests credulity and forces one to take Swirr’s Yahoo as 
unexaggerated truth. There have been several of these creatures 
in our day. One of them used always tu ride m a rliMed car¬ 
nage which carried a stnmg man to protect him from the antici¬ 
pated horsewhip. The editor now in question leads a S4imcwhat 

secluded life als<i, and well he may. With a little caution such 

a man can escape the criminal law, and, of course, he is worth 
nothing in a civil suit, A recent i**ue of his sewer-bke sheet 
contain* as its leading feature an attack on a young girl who 
hap|H?n* to be the daughter of the Krrsidcot. It uses her first 
name only. That is a little way it fta*. It charge* 
her with all the errors that hurt a woman must, and it | Tc $ 
makes these charges in the miHit coarse and leering 
way. That any legal steps could or should br taken to sup¬ 
press such unclean sheets we do not believe. Fatcrnalisin, official 
regulation, once started goes tiH> far Wr can trust only to the 
people, to business standards and >ocial sanctions. To suppress 
thi* weekly would contradict democracy, as would the suppression 
of Mr. HrASST^s new*[w|>ers, even on the ground that nearly every 
interview which appear* in them, especially if it be signed, is 
a forgery. The remedy of arbitrary control is worse than the 
disease of evil license. We can finly say that whoever refuse* 
to read the journal we refer to, or to adveriise in its coltimns. 
performs a public service. As to personal recognition, we can 
hanlly imagine that many decent men would consent to meet the 
editor. Mi* standing among the |Hruple i* somewhat worse than 
that of an ordinary forger, horse-thief, or second-story man. 

T he census shows that .Anierkan* are becoming addicted 
to less meat and more vegetables, cereals, and products of 
the dairy. It is figured out that in 1K50 a hundred American* 
ate ^ sheep. 118 hogs, and 35 beeves, wTterea*. in ipoo, they 
consumed but 50 sheep, 43 hugs, and 30 beeves. (!hrr*e ha* 
declined, hut if egg* and poultry are included with butter and 
milk a* belonging to the dairy elasa. the consumption of that 
kind oi fiiud is three times what tt was forty year* ago. The 
total use of meat, reckoned by the price, is reduced by 36 per 
Cent. In 1850 one hundred person* ate 430 bushel* of wheat 
and 9c bushels of oats. In 1890 they ate 633 
bushel* of wheat and 3H6 bushels of oats, and in diet 

1890 the breakfast food movement was small to what 
it is to-day. Corn and potatoes have increased about like 
wheat The general gain in vegetable expense is 80 per cent. 
Meat still leads, however, although it ap|>arrnily will not do 
s<i long. SVe spent in 1900 9 >.^>5. ^00.000 fur meat ami 
$1,075,000,000 for vegetable diet. Among meats beef leads, 
by a long distance, with sheep second and egg* third. Ameri¬ 
cans have grown healthier in the half-century which has seen 
thi* change, probably, however, on account of more air and 
exercise and better cooking and sanitation. The general ques¬ 
tion of the best relation of meat to vegetable diet is still one 
on which the medical world 1* far from concord. 

B eings who manufacture furniture at one time 

used to make their tdijeit* simple because decoration «a> 
expensive. Now* wc have progresseil to the idea that simplicity 
is refinement and furniture advertisements are full of eloquent 
description* of that virtue. A hotel m New York advertise^ 
that it ha* marhiu hall* or MiK>rish rtMims,*' 

Waoncr’s books on the simple life sell like popular fiction, 
which, in inspiration, finish, and onginality, they 
much resemble. A whimsical artist coniplamed that siMPLicift 
this popular movement had taken away the only thing 
which w*as left to men of taste. ''They drove us away from 
the sumplutm*,*' *aid he, ^*now* they are making ct'cn simplicity 
commonplace.'^ There is. of course, a distance that is im- 
measurable between art's simplicity and the imitation of it in 
machtne-made furniture. Nevertheless, in educating our great 
mass of |>eopk', n^ithing lately has been uf more value than the 
new idea that simplicity is the soul of beauty-

As ever to tbe Firwt Army's career, we were in the 
talley and the RusMans were on the hilK which we 
muAi take. Northeast by southwest ran one long and 
intact ridge of the height of a thousarvd fret or mnre 
i Ine end of this ive had won in the dark: that was the 
key. My favorite mountain battery, also a famciuh 
night worker, had here burrowed emplacements for its 
guns on the dank of the Russian trenches. Sts punies 
and ammunition train were well sheltered in a gully, 
l^n way up the hillside in dips, where the enemy could 
not see them, was our infantry getting into poailion for 
ihc aitark. Our movement was to sweep to the west 
and thus wheel upon the whole length oi the crest 
which the Russian infantry held.

Mean¬ 
while. the little rcU-ceatied fisgs wtie ateadilr waved, 
so that the "InterfererKe*' should never mictaRe friend 
for foe. TheiM flags seemed animate, as if they were 
sweating and stumuing and righting themselves again 
as they pkked their wayu>vr like rough, atewp ground. 

The most western column was advancing underneath, 
and in a line parallel to that of the RuMian irmch on 
the rib. The top of this trench was scraped by a sheet 
of flying lead, which scime of my (flendt of the Thir¬ 
tieth Regiment were weaving from a rib about a thou¬ 
sand yards away; and that is why the Russians could 
out take advantage of a mark fairly under tbe muziles 
of tbeir rifles. Smie did not rvrn realize their danger 
in time When the head of the column swept nver the 
parapet, a dnseti figures Aorang up ai abruptly ae to 
many jacksdn-tbe-bii. Tne surprise was as sudden as 
the meeting of two men with umbrellas hiwcred at a 
street corner. Only the Russiam were not at all em>

Having cut the car out at the siding, the tram went 
on. Only half a «loi«n Japane*^ had entered the trench. 
They left one of tbeir number tu guard the pristmerw

The 
storming parties had a breathing space and girded 
themseUcs f»r their final effort. Now they CMinbe^l 
upward as if dralh were Hi their heels Instead of ahead 
of them. They dwl not fire; the "interference" could 
not without lou much risk. The only thing was to 
reach the top. and before tb^ could some must die, as 
every man of them knew. Tbe flag of the centre col¬ 
umn was wared triumphantly on its appointed rone a 
minute before tbe other two. Then we saw the figures 
on the skyline rushing to any point of vafilagc where, 
by sending bullets in pursuit of the flying enemy, tliey 
could score losses which should balance their own side 
of the ledger. The reserves might now go forward 
safely over tbe zone whkb bad been llre-swept ten 
minutes befirre. 

Thus the day's fighting was finished, but not the 
day's work, nor the day's drudgery, n^r the day's 
mi>>efy. The wwimled were yet to 00 brought id. and 
the dead and the fuel to burn them cidlecttv bv weary 
limbs. The phinging fire of tbe Ru^ians against the 
foe. ilruggliDg through the rough fields and over 
rongher. until led slopes, had coat the division six hun¬ 
dred casualties, including the death of a colonel. 

t^ale in the afiernooo a deluge of raio washed the 
blood off tbe grav». The flood of water turned dry beds 
into dashing rivulets. The flood of slaughter, alsi; net¬ 
tling toward the valley. punsed on hv the single bospiul 
tent—already congested at daybreak from the night at¬ 
tack—into tne village, whrme population was crowded 
into a few houses id order that the wounded might be 
croweled into others. Through every doorway you 
caught a glimpse ol pn»sirate figures and of white 
liandagca with round red spots which made them like 
wrapped flags of Japan 

tinpping hospital rorpa men brought in dripping 
burdens covered with blankets or with llie matting in 
which the rice and borne fodder of the armv are tranti- 
ported. When darknet^came, the bniemsof the march¬ 
ers twinkled id and out on the hillside, liawii fouud 
them still SI witrk cullccting stray Russian wounded, 
who had Laid suffering all ntKhl lit the lain. f<»r a dollar 
and filty cents a year und rhe glory «*hich the Cur's 

service brings them. 
In tbe bushn. in the 
«l<fliYities between 
the rocks of many 
square acres ^could 
every fallen man be 
gathered? How many 
trie* coming faintly 
from feverishly dry 
lips aivd finally dying 
into a swuon were un¬ 
answered? At some 
future time, when a 
Chinese peasant 
Mumbles over a set of 
bones, the world will 
not be the wtser.

T HK expiring rAiigc dings westward a few deuebed 
ridges and hills, which are to the vast plain what 
r<Kky island outcnipprngs of a precipitous coast 
are to the adjacent sea. Between them gleams the 
steel track that caused the war» that marks the Cnurse 
of the mam armies and is the first premise m all their 
straieg y. 

Phtwing cAsiwurd at right angles to the railway is 
the Taiise River, which makes a break in the range 
The old fVkmg Road runs beaidc it. tin tiw southern 
bank is a typical Chinese ueormcial capital. There the 
Russians had many storennuse* and ludings. The last 
of the heights forms a barrier id defence tu the east and 
southeoat. These things made Liat^Vang a ^ttle-

ON THE TRACK OF THE ARMY

HAiciiaxo, 

AM hoping that the country through wliUh the jepa- 
nese armv fought may stiU be of interest to th^we at 
home. To us who for twelve days fallowed in the 
track of the army the country was interesting, be¬ 
cause after four mimtha of imprisonment in Tokio and 
a week on a transport, we thought we were again free 
men. We did not then suspect that we had merely 
stepped out of the frying-pan of Tokio into the fire 
Haicticng. Pnr though we are now only ten mile* from 
the Russian army, you in (he Sutes know much more 
of the war than do we. locked up in idleness in the mud 
compound of a mud-walled ciiy, On the 
1st of August, we left the ccgmt with an end- 
Iefc4 column of Peking carts, mules, oxen, 
i rjnsport wagons, straining, bowling cmlies. 
ami squealing Japanese sullions, and in an 
hour pAMed the bilk of Nansban. With a 
battle in {>rogresa eighteen miles Miuth ami 
Hnoiher going forward a hundred miles lo 
the north, we did not halt m study Nanshan. 
iiK trenches held the same bleak interest as 
dues a baseball diamond in Ktivember. Af¬ 
ter six miles. KincHow. which fell the day 
(wfore the Nanshan hills were taken, rote 
above the trail. It was a city of one*story 
hi»UAoa surrounded by a jagged wall witn 
|iag<Hja like watch tower'*; lurtifled sates. 

I run*bound, buttremed. medieval. Ue en- 
lerei lo find it choked and swurming. In its 
m.iin street, irnnapurt wagons and Chinew 
carls had locked wheels and were cUmnrins 
for right of way. niule^ and donkeys hravetr 
JapatwM ponies rearesl. kicked and bit. long 
■ hipLasbes fell, and hundreds of drivers 
pulled and tugged, objurgated, besought 
and screamed. Our own transport had md 
come up. and we were without fodder f*»r our 


horses or food for ourselvo; and, as no one seemed 
to kftiiw where we were bllkted, w« halted f*ir hours 
in the street shilc our horses kicked each other and 
us. Thoee whi-n^ <»wners had rulvriy tied them tn 
cartwheels promptly stuck both lordegs between the 
sp4«kes, threw themiKlves on their uark*. and promised 
to drive in ttie ribs ol whoever attempted their rescue. 
The sun scorched hke a burning gla*s, the mud walls 
kept out every wandering breeie. and the white dust, 
stale and stagnant, was kicked into the air by thousands 
of hoofs and feet, and hung like a curtain In the air. I 
hid roy horse in a Chinaman's compound, and in lack of 


food smoked a ptpe in an inclosure of trees asd waving 
green hidden away in a corner of the walls. It had once 
been a vast garden, but now the weeds rose higher than 
a nun's Hewi. and 4»<i« could see nothing ak^vs (Item 
but two deeply ewrved monolllh* and the hied roofs ul 
scattered houses. A barefooted boy parted the weedi^. 
unwouml his pigtail Sf you would raise yuur hat in 
greeting, beckoned me. and disappeared again into the 

t ungle, I followed, slumbhng over crawling vines and 
iroshing away clinging branches, until ! began to won¬ 
der if I were to be kidnaoped by Chinese brtgands. de- 
capitaied by B'>xer». i>r oanged as a spy, The weeds

tioned me to enter. Seated before us on a 
great throne was a gross, gorgeously clothr<1 
man. with flabby ihecks, staring black eyei.

if the truth were known, most of the obloquy would fall on 
capital. When labor has a Marions and legitimate grievance, the 
natural nolution, when negotiati«>fi faiU, i» a hard strike, long con* 
tinuvd. The brief picayune wtnkes in the building trades, of which 
half a do/cii come in one branch in as many months, are often, 
perhaps usually, caused by relations iu> intrii'wte that the general 
public fails to gru^p their meaning. These little strikes are caused. 

Ill a tery large per cent of the cases, by the warfare of the em¬ 
ploying coni|«antrs among themselves. The Psscs case was 

typical of the general habit. In that case the Fuller ioitsiructiuu 
Lompany brought a venal labor leader from fTiicago tu New York, 
and used him t4J create strikes which would interfere with the 
construrtion cum|>anie> which had not yet been absurlicd 
by the Fuller organisation. This pnicess of absorption wooopuc 
is still going on, and by the same means The plum¬ 
bers, f]la»tcrer*«. joiners, eWciritiuns, tilelayers, and inoiiy other 
groups* uf workmen, are but the tools of the building companies, 
who determine lor them thr thousand petty strikes that annoy 
the publii'. The litilr construction companies, by difficulty in ful¬ 
filling contracts, get into trouble financially, the big companies buy 
«p their notes, ami the swallowing is sivm romplrte, in niiich thr 
«ame manner llui the individual saloiin becomes the |irt»}>crty of 
some brewer. When, therefore, we are tempted into rage over 
some trivial anti pointless strike in <»ne of the many branches of 
the budding trade, instead trf talking ulxml the **over-orgaiii 2 ation 
<jf labor.** or the uiMinity of labor unions, it might be as u.seful 
for us to give thought tn methods for ending this corrupt powrer 
which the big constructiun companies u>e to crush their smatler 
rivals. Little niRqvanies nr unions would seldom strike if let 
alone, l>ei'ao«r it wnn'd rot pay. It doe^ P^y*^ big (uitipany to 
pay for a strike which sha I ruin a little one. l^tK.r, m our opin« 
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ion, 19 muith les« to hUmc for th^ prr^^nt uncomfortable compli¬ 
cations than capital is. (ofruptiun exists in both camps, but in 
the iintttni% it is the o>rruptinn of the individual, in the bis mnnrycd 
organisations it U comi|ition a steailily pursued husmesti }>olicy. 
The labor problem, therefore, i& a kss diffii tilt and leSA discuuns 
in>t one than is presented by the sins of capita*. The enterprise 
and energy rt* present eel by m«mey hare nt> doubt dime much for 
the material development of the countr)'. Or^anixed labi>r has 
dime much to raise the moral and spiritual standard of the country, 
h ftiin had tcs faults, even j^evoui ones, but tt has sufferrtl much 
fur sms which were cuiumitted hv iu uptKjoent.

The pathway that led Mfaight to hU own tragedy 
Iwgan with the election of William fkirbei to the State 
Senate, and llie pa'^Migc of his Elcetum I^w It was a 
bold measure of a Indd part nan. It threw the whole 
machines for tlt« control of State elections into the tap 
of the Demoeratk party, to do with as they would

These commivsumtrK were ap 
pointed h> a iVtiiicratic lyegislaturr. and al i«ne 
master >tr<»ke Republican representaiion was. in thc^iry, 
eliminateil from the control or fu^rvision of the liallot 
Ml Kentucky. There were some l>emocrais who could 
nor sw*alIow this partisamhip run amuck, and they 
jotited the Repiildiean^ in bitter warfare agamvt G<wbel 
and his backing In ilkyX fioeWl sought the lk»vrmor**< 
chair, and liecatiie the l>cwv>etatic mmiinee. winch *»tifrrd 
up a rampant factumal hght. with fien \V. J. Stone 
and former fiov. Jnhn V^wifig Rniwn, in hh imn jiufiy. 
hiiiefly opprjsing him. When the voles were enunted 
Ml K<»vefi^r, the Repiildican candulatc. W S Tavlor, 
who had served four yean as Attumey (fCtieraJ oi 
Kentucky, was drclarcd elected tiy a majority »>f 
vHes by an honest Ikmocratic electum hiiard. who de¬ 
livered the election certificates to the Repiihlsran 
niiminee«. This was a stunning blow to Goebel and 
hii followers Furious that the election machinery, 
pUniKtj to grind ^lut nrsults fuf the pacty, had revered 
rti wheeK. and that a Demucfatic rommission should 
have permitted a Kctiublicin electum by a fwggirly ma* 
irtniy, they carried the conie^t to ihe l.cgisUturc. By 
fttremg an act 4if the Ix’gislature, rnwliel proposed to 
override his own carefully cnnstnicled Fleclum Law, 
which had grwie wri*iig because of an nnfure^een ihui* 
tmgtncy; a cummivrion which was jyH amenable to par¬ 
tisan induenre. 

Gi»vmirir Taylor, duty elected, wa« ihrralmrd with 
fterrion from his office, and hi< colleagues with him. 
At this iifiie. while the Iwlancc swayed and hesitated, 
and in a tumult of excitement such as in Kentucky 
may expUnle at any iimr into Mrmethirtf like civd 
war, wung Caleb Fowem, the Secretary of State im the 
Refiutilicaii ticket, luddutg i«fficc at that imcertain time, 
i<Kik a bold hand in the pulitiol crniv and <wganizcd 
and led to Frankfort one thoiicand ni*uintaineefs. armed 
with nries. ostensibly to petilKm the legislature. As 
the city was already full of armed (kiel»e1 men, actual 
civil war M*emed imminent G^der heads among the 
Refwiblirans deprecated the bringing in of the to-called 
"Shnmiatit Army,” and advised Pi'weft to send the 
men home The Legislature, terrified, refused to accord 
a hearing to the repfesetitativcs of the rrHuintaitieers 
Rumors flew, tn the egect that the army had decided 
to invade the State Houae, give the T.egirlatiire fifteen 
minutes to settle the contest, and then begin the »hoot 
uig The moimtaineefs. liowrver, slid nothing more 
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Inwltss than to hrdd an mdignatMWi meetuig. after which 
they were »ent hai'k to their (»wn r»uiitry, with Ihe ex- 
ceptwifi uf some hundred and lifty Mragglers, win* 
waltcrcd alrwii town. They played no pan iti the mic- 
ceeding events 

In the l,cgislaiure the i>sue remained doubtful, though 
the lalarxe seemed tn »waytng toward Goebel. If 
fie v»»uld capiure a few disaffected Democrats, he would 
he able to ou»t Taylor and make himielf a sort of liat 
iHoemor. On January ^ luoo, he was walking Piward 
the legHlativc building with Jack Chinn, who has a 
reptitaiion but no reerwd as a trigger expert, and 
'‘Kpb" LdlanL war<len of the State Penitentiary. They 
were not with Goebel by aendent, for hi« life had been 
threatened, and be knew he moved in a cloud of deadly 
danger. 

A ^Hot was fired as the trio reached the little foun* 
lain in the centre of the walk tkher shots flowed 
<luickly, and William Gorbel threw* tip hi« hands and 
sank dwD. mortally hurt His companions not know¬ 
ing what was eotniilg next,, ran away and leit thetr 
dying leader. In a lew minutes he was carried un- 
con rciou^ from the givundv. ,At this time Caleb Fo«*ers 
was on a train, thirty miles away. 

Tire murder threw a toreh into a nugaiinc of ex¬ 
plosive factional hatred and lenuon Tne suppivriers 
of G>el«el nude a rush for the executive building, whence 
Ihe xhsMs came.

As soon 
as the news was bnnight, they prepared for an attack 
Mfs«etigets were lu the aracmil, and the it\M^ 
were vent to the State llonie to prxgecT it.

The 
Adjutant (Corral ordered State tmnos from every d>- 
fecliun. who rushed to Frankfurt, obeying the franiK* 
summons of Taylor, a Governor who did not quite know 
whether he wa» in or out of office.

I he Legivlaiore. in the midst of the seething disorder, 
trieil lo assemble for the purpose of declaring William

He knew he was riding to a fall, and to back up hh fist 
shadow of authoniy, overran the town with troops, who 
blocked all cm ranee to the fegislatiw hall.

It is, ut any rate, une of 
many humomus aide lights. n«»l an attempt to seise the 
predominant type. 

The Enginit alao have done little •‘ith the man »! 
iommerce. Their cUssdiitinctions. the pervasiveness 
of Mcial standafda and minute shades of Imporunve. 
are rejected in their arL The French have studied tbe 
•topic artistically with more siKceas than any other 
nacion* Their realistic novelists have minted a gallery 
of businoM men. and their dramalists have added to it. 
Augier made the greatest comedy of the nineteenth 
century out of the curacter of old Wirier. Before that 
time the modern busincfw man did not eiist. 

Wtlliaoi H Crane has always had the merit of por* 
fraying American types. He is now arting. and acting 
extremely well, a character «*hich. although not Amen* 
can. is of more autnesa In America than any that iw 
own idsywrifhta nave wit enough to draw. The pn^ 
tagoniat is a rrenrhman» didrring from our own great 
commercial figures io detail rather than in substance. 
Ad Englishman wrote me scathingly tbe other day be¬ 
cause I referred in an etiilorial to tlie Freaident of Har¬ 
vard u"Mr." RUol. and that little Incident, showing 
the differeDce in the dignity of a predt In two coun¬ 
try*. svmbolited to my mind a host of trifles io vbich 
things esaentially the same vary with gei^graphr. One 
who can igm>re these accidents will Itnd in tnis play 
from the Thd&tre Francais the strongest picture of the 
contemporary buainesaman vetfMit upon our stage. Tbe 
more a person hat thought already, the more it will give 
him to think about It has small "love interest." Lore*s 
young dream is not the motive, nor is the favonte suh- 
»utuie. It deals but slightly with love, either senti¬ 
mental or illicit. In realTife we may give more thought 
to food, and still more to work, but as h**on as ve enter 
the theatre we demand the everlasting man and maid, 
with *<Ulom a better escape than tlie man aiKl matron. 

This French picture of the man of business is harsh. 
In America it would have been gentler had it p^trayed 
the average, bill would a picture of the real "kings'' be 
anything but cruel? Monsieur Lechat is worth ten mil¬ 
lion dollara^ In America he would have "made** some 
humtred millioas; "gained" it. as his daughter s^s. 
with bitter prerision. avoiding the verb to steal. The 
play Is not remarkable in ronstroction. but it ends in a 
burst nf strength, and it leaves an image; strung, crafty, 
rruel; vain of all the myriad things he owns; rejoicing 
in the pronoun "I", iosolent. siiccessfuL and ignoble 
Let me propufc a contrast. Suppose a father en 
KJged in actual crime—a hurw thief—ardent, generous, 
full of l)loo(l. peopling the neighborhood with his prog' 
eny. loming from iKison t«* new pursuits.

When we consuler the 
heaviness uf the abuse, and the ease with which it could be di* 
minishrd^ there is rcasini for asUmishtnent that no one underukvN 
the easy and benclirent reform. Tlie law is clear that all changes 
by such eompanies must be rcasi>nable. The cimrts 
or juries anywhere will decide what is reOMinable. 
i.et a man refuse to (siy his gas or electric bill, and 
if it is too Nigh lie will be protected by the law. The companies 
will try to bully him by cutting off his light, but he ran sei ure an 
snjutictiun which will forbid them to do so. When they learn that 
he is in earnest, they will tr>* to settle with him privately, mak¬ 
ing a just rate fur him alone. His business, however, if he is 
seeking ati impnivemmt, is to press his case, ami to keep the 
oewsi>apcrs fully inbirmed. for the whole influence of one such 
case on the general rate would depend u|>on publii'ity. A poor 
nr unknown man who uiHlert<H>k this reform would be accused uf 
blackmail. It is an opportunity f<»r a man of wealth and promi¬ 
nence. and any such man could, at small expense, help the people 
enormously in their struggle with peculiarly piratical tnotiopidies.

The National <o>vcmmcDt ap¬ 
pears to be in parlicubrly gomi condition for practicing remedies 
for this evil. The President has come out w*ith<mt equiviH-atinn 
against another term. Hr has quieted suspicions about personal 
ambition. He can ignore those politicians who hate him and his 
higher ways. Mr. t'oRtFLYoe has bound him by no {mimises The 
people believed what Mr. Kiwisr.VKt.T said in his angry letter be¬ 
fore electiun. lii« enemies are discomfited. He is on thr top 
wave of prosperity and power. We expect the trust question, and 
all other pressing matters, to be handled by hia accond Adminis- 
tmiiin with wisdom and with courage. Dne result of the elec¬ 
tion that ought to improve the whole situati<in is the commotion 
made over the » 4 mrce of contributions in the last few weeks of 
the campaign. England settleil a nimtlar ditTicuUy so successfully 
that. fn>m a conditum mu(;h worse than ours, a condition in which 
bnbtry was the principal aspect of elections, she has secured much 
greater purity than is found in our country. We <iught to And a way. 
within a comparatively short time, of reducing the importance of 
money ccintribuiions in poUtiial campaigns, especially those whkh 
come from the vast aggregations which notoriously affect legislation.

People who think that, because they 
do not wish to stilurrdinate their own interests Co those of the 
empiri’, they must therefore he aiixi<»us tn become paft of our 
country, are merely fant«istic The Canadians are loyal, in a con¬ 
stant but cool s<»rc of way, to the empire of which they are a part; 
but they are loyal in a much warmer iK‘nse to their own home 
couotry. Their first wish is that (Tanada sltall be priMperous. 
They will have no ubjeclifin to Mr. CirtusLitLAiN’s tariff schecues 
if thrwr schemes ran Iw rxvcuted without injury to Canada. On 
that lUKtsibility, they keep an open mind. They are willing to have 
reciprocity w*ith the United States, but applaud Sir 
Wiirain LAtiatss*> detrrminatuin to pul Canada in a DfiCJ*s^JOS 
position iti gain a» much as possible in any negotia¬ 
tions for reciprocity. Their attitude toward the railway, likewise, 
was a businesslike raUulatton uf the relation of cost to value. The

vantages of certain changes, and hia election will do something, 
perhaps considerable, to further the cause of Canadian rcinprocity.

In reality, there is no analog)*, and the cause of peace is not pro¬ 
moted by fallacious argument. Naiumx Have a prac¬ 
tical reason for being touchy about infringemenu on 
what they chocise to call their honor, for these are 
really infringements on their safety and their power. Dueling 
was indeed an absurd habit, in the last years of iu existence, 
hecatise it rested only on conditions long since obsolete. It wa» 
usually a acriou> and imtional remedy fi»r a slight and artificial 
grievance. Wars trwlay, however, arc a real solution, although a 
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bloody oo«, of the dommacing intcrtscs of two nations. A nation 
honor, as shown in the protection of its meanest citizen tsvery- 
where* rests upon its wiUinjtiicss to far its welfare, and is 

\i» way of leitmit other nations know that wilUn^ess. It is often 
carried too far, but it is a reality. 4if which no strong country 
to*<fay will entirely rid itself. If wc e?er reach the point where 
arbii ration is as adequate to national difficulties as the courts arc 
to pm*atc ones, then honor** will become as obsolete amonn 

nations as it is amonn men, but not till then. Now, although 
slighter difficulties arc composed by arbitration, the most impor* 
tant issues must be fought about; whereas the time for murder, 
infidelity, and theft to be met. as a constant rule, with private 
punishment, has long since passed. 

T he story of port AHTHUR, distressing as it is, has at 

least the merit of showing what a cargo of heroic virtues the 
old world still carries. Slaughter huK never been more shocking, 
liuC bravery has never been laore abundant. Never In all history 
have men shown greater defiance of death than has been shown 
in the terrible months ol struggle for the citadel which ha» been 
for years the key to the Fasten) situation. We can not wonder 
«it the price Japan would pay for the fortress, since as long as 
Russia owns that fort the pur(>oKc for which this war \% fought 
will not Have been accomplished by Japan. If the war should be 
settled without depriving Russia permanently of the fortress, a 
dagger would still be pointed at Japan's heart. The control of 
Korea by Japan would be an insecure defence as long as the 
strongest position in Manchuria was held by her enemy. Russia 
needed to hold the fortress for Uit s^me reason^ that 
o needed to take iL Additional motives for both 

sid»:s were furnished by considerations of prestige and 
by the bearing of the Port Arthur situation on the immense 
struggle further north. The talk about whether all this desper¬ 
ate courage and destruction about Port Arthur has been well in¬ 
vested, therefore, seems to us beside the mark. If the war was 
to be at all, Port Arthur was a neccssit; to each of the com¬ 
batants, and time was an essential consideration to both, espe- 
ciahy to Japan, it being something vital, therefore, to their coun¬ 
tries* welfare, Russians and Japanese alike have fought for the 
stronghold in a manner to prove that man still retains the virtue.s 
of the bulldog. Effeminacy* for the great modern natiems, is an 
imaginary bogy, I-et a danger, as vital as has confronted Japan, 
threaten frermany, France* England, or the United States, and wc 
imagine that they also would still be found capable of fighting 
desperately in the last ditch. 

B urglary insurance in Chicago is said to t>e the high- 

cst of any city in the world. Several companies have lateU 
advanced their rates for that city, for burglary and larceny, with 
out doing so in other places. The frequency with which men arc 
sandbagged, often in broad day, testifies to the general violence 
of the town and the grotesque inadequacy of the police. An ex¬ 
pert froin another city, after elaborate inveuigatirm, found one 
policeman who. in his opiAtou, executed properly the duties of 
his |iosiiion. i'htcago i» the paradise uf rv>ughs. The most re¬ 
spectable and frequented streets are unsafe* What makes this con 
dition peculiar is that the population of Chicago is »o 
C ^ t enterprising that one would expect it to turn in and 
put an end to this distressing aspect of the city life, 
first by purifying the police and then by increasing the number of 
puliceinen. Buffalo Bill, starting out to capture the man who 
robbed him, inviting Englishmen, and telegraphing the advertise 
ment all over America, makes people laugh, as the civilixatum 
that he exploits seems extinct and his demeanor smacks a little 
Ilf the circus. But (*hicago reeks with danger^ which would do 
honor to the days of Baxi Hakte or of Bo^vcscto Cfi.i.txi. The 
vigorous men of whom the city contains so many, and who have 
recently done so much coward improving politics, may he ex{>ected 
to rise some day and teach the police the cause of their existence. 
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O BE A POOR SPEAKER, far as oratorical grace.w are con¬ 
cerned. almost >e«ms nowadays to be an advantage. There 
are many who believe chat hu^inexisltke straightforwardness of man 
ncr, like the late Senator H\ssa\ is more effective 
>aAToar in winning voteii than is the silver tongue. When 
people obscrt*e Bovski. Okkxav changing with tiie 
weather, the an of which he is a master Iuim somewhat. Per¬ 
sons wbo dislike Mr Buyan throw aspersions on the vocal gift, 
and a man like Senator Bcvxrii>cx seems like a survival from the 


golden age of stumps. England has no orators of the class of 
BaiOHT and GtAPSTosE. although she has many Hard-hitting de¬ 
baters. Men do not practice oratory as once they did. The bar 
no longer encourages it, for the ablest lawyers arc now occupied 
in concocting schemes and rendering private opinions rather than 
in addressing either courts or juries. The pulpit draws men of 
lesser gifts than formerly, and it also feels the public demand for 
thought and judgment in preference to resounding noise. On the 
stage diction is declining. All this is rather a pity, for oratory, 
although easily abused, is a noble exercise, one of the highest 
forms of expression It saddens us to think there may never 
again be a Demosthk.vcs. a Cicero, a BeyssvET, or a Webster, 
Beneficent chance is always with us* but as far as conditions can 
be analysed, the race of great orators has about as much hope of 
revival as the Dodo has. 

\WHEN MR. MORGAN DECIDED to return his famous ecclesi* 
’ Y astical cope to the Cathedral of Ascolt, he did only what an 
honest man would be expected to do with stolen goods. Inci¬ 
dentally, however, the event freshened the subject of art as 
seen by the rulers of Italy and the United States. Italy pas^s 
laws for the purpose of retaining its ancient masterpieces, and 
severely punishes the infringement of those laws. tVe have an 
elaborate system for making the acquisition of such 
beauties as annoying and expensive as may be. The 
Italian Government has on elaborate syxteiri for enforc¬ 
ing its decrees against the Impoverishment of the country by the 
sale of irreplaceable works of former centuries. We have an elab* 
orate system for enforcing the arl clause ot the tariff, along with 
other clauses, by first collecting declarations from incoming trav 
elers, and then treating thetr words as perjury and dumping their 
underwear on the dock. Civilization is a oomcnodity of which the 
monopoly belongs to no one nation. j£sthetica|jy it does not 
belong to us, 

A lfred Austin and j. o. ro(:kefei.lf*r differ in many 

respects, as, for instance, m wealth, piety, and ability, but 
in taste they stand on a level. Mr. RocKF.PEi.i.iR* aildressing a 
religious class, lauding certain verses and^raising the newspapers 
lor publishing them, is as inspiring a sight as Ai.rRKO in his latest 
song. Mr. RocKErEi.LEX*s verses alleged that, as there is so much 
good in the worst of us. and so much bad in the best of us, it 
wr^uld be advisable for none of us to comment too harshly on the 
rest of us. One can surmise reasons for .Mr. Rocicr- 
F£LLEE*s admiration, and wc think that these favorite 
verses should appear* Sfimething like a refrain, in his 
biography. Such a w<»rk is contemplated. A member of the 
family consulted Mr. Siukey Lee, and the eminent editor of the 
great English dictionary of biography suggested Miss Ida Tameul* 
We understand that his advice ha» not been followed. Mr. Austin, 
who happens to put us into the ASkmt mood of jioetic contempUiion 
into which we are plunged by Mr. RoexErKULER, is at his best in 
his recent effort called *^Nemesix.** Pomler a line like this: 

And grafting on tboughls and tbings that irerc the (Uinga and the IhoughU 
that Ofr.'* 

All one line, too. Here is half a bne: 

"Than doggedly daunsle*« yet dauntless mure.*' 

In selecting ex|>ert and inspiring producers and patrons of the 
poetic, the younger Roceefellee should not be forgotten, for he 
does not sleep while his father waves the banners of the muse.

Oi the relative viciou^new of the crimiitals from the 
several countries, considered with the numhersof their 
race in the counirv. it is didkult to say anything that 
will generally apply.

The Kdcs are the must c oUlbhuHled 
i>f all our aliens, and human life is held a]m«>st as lightly 
among them as with the Chinese Chief O'Neill of 
ChiiagM has a particularly bad band of them in handle 
Ho Ml Vs unhesiialtngly that the young Uole who h4s 
lM*rn in this country long enough to be lully American- 
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ited is the most dangerous specimen of humanity he 
has ever encounieretT Kuined In principle by social* 
istk and aturchiitic traditions and literature, and bred 
by Jesse James liteiature and Theodore Kremer drama, 
he IS dehant, recklefA, and altogrther bad. The car¬ 
barn murderers, who killed men and officers without a 
quiver, were the three Worst criminals of this day In 
America. Several of the men shot down by them were 
killed without any necuwiy. Ko 9 CH»ntf were they 
hanged than another trio of young Poles began tn imitate 
them, but were caught up quickly. Three >oung men. 
supposedly Pole*, enterM n E. Wolfs large jewelry 
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Store November tta, displayed and hred aulomala 
pistols, as did the twn preceding trios, awed a crowd 
of hundreds, and escaped with pe.noo worth of jewels 
Now the p*illce are paying more attention to the ^eak 
lug up of budding criminal gangs among y«>ung Pole^ 
and young Oreeks in Chicago than to any other leature 
of their work. Despite all this preasurr and precaution. 
Chief ti'NeiM declares that the future is full of trouble. 

In St. Louis the (vreeks are not numerous, but have 
shown very vicioax tendencies. The Italians have given 
the mtf^t trouble One day last August ] was informed 
that twt« Italians in a restaurant at aafi Eliiabwth 
SI reel. New York, had brrn overheard talking the 
night before of tbe killing of a man named Hentitti by 
.(iiHthcf named Serviana. My informant gathered that 
it was a gang murder of some sort, and that these two 
men were of the numbrr who were anxious (or Henotli's 
death. A telegram to St. Louis br<»ught a reply that 
there wa« no man by the name of Serviana under arrest 
there. Nut lung since 1 was in St. L(»uis UHiking into 
genetil alien wndktionn thr/e snd found a prisoner by 
the name uf Marie Emile Sirven who was awaiting 
tfml lor the killing of Carlo Bciigiti on the ad of last 
July.

A careful investigation of the cir 
rumsunces shuw$ that "Sirven" mtered lienottl's 
saloon at Ninth and Morgan Streets that Sunday after¬ 
noon. drew a revolver and ahot Kenotii. whu fed at (be 
end of bis bar and died "Sirven" shouted. "There are 
others to die," and rushed rrom the fdare. to be ar¬ 
rested in a few seconds tnoce by Sergeant ^uinlavin, 
the veteran tit the "Bloody PMurth" Precinct. wh(» 
chanced to be near. The vnung lawyers appointed by 
Judge Taylor to defend ".sirven. ' when hU trial corned 
on in l>rcemlM;r, are said to have decided to endeavor 
{,* show that Kcnotti was engaged in |>rocurlng. and 
that he and hii aasociates had victimised "Sirven*s" 
sweetheart, and glv^n her into evil hatids—the I'bject 
be»ng to show str<»ng provocation. Friends of HeruKti 
hinted me that at a Stcihan bank in Chicago wmld 
hi* found the fountain head of the causes leading to 
Kenolti's death.

There arc several such, but lofontiation in gang mat 
ters is nut to be had for the asking bv a ntranger. and 
I turned to that wonderful source or information on 
alien criminal matlers in Chicago.

It will be noticed that there b no mentio n of the 
Benardetto or "barrel murder" in New York, tbe sta% 
tling Rlverdalc murders near Chkag*i. the Bagnasrc* 
disfigurement case, the Caligostro Rank murder, the 
daring murder of John Ih'mando. and the Mannino 
kidnapping case.

It bin the tragedy at Brewsterm New York. tJiai (here 
la typified to the highest d^ree not only what this 
country has to fear from our imported members of the 
predatory class, but tbe foolbh and futile attitude as¬ 
sumed by tbe sheriffs and police in all such cases An 
alien criminal of daring aou raource can commit a b^d 
crime and escape two times out of three iti any part of 
this country, where not one native out of ten would be 
aofnrcunate There must be a reason. Evetiis at Brews¬ 
ters tell the story plainer than any argument 

On Thursday night, October 6. a Urge party of Ital¬ 
ians. nearly all Sicilians, were gatheresi in the twu 
miserable shanurs J<»kingly called by them "AIbcrgn 
(U Francesov" where "Rig Prank," as he was known, 
for the men employed by Clifford Beckwith 
on the Sodom Dam contract, housed and fed his men. 
One himtae was o( frame, a tu^iDbed in size and finish; 
double tiers of wooden bunks served as beds Tbe 
olher house was of tarred roofing paper, also fiited with 
board bunks made from scrap lumber It was a typical 
pyttir^mf camp, the like of which there are thousands 
in this country to-day. The cooking was done oter u 
camt -tire built against a stone wall. In one corner of 
the house wa^ a support for beer kegs and a box with a 
udiock on it for wine and cigars. There were but 
our chair* in the camp 

The day had been pay day, and 'Bag Frank" and hi*> 
men were making merry. In the middle uf a song the 
door was flung ivpen and three young men appeared. 
Two cousins ot the paJr^n/. father and son, rose to bar 
the wav. but the newcomers poshed by them, walked 
up to" Rig Prank" and demanderl half uf all the money 
he had. He refused, but parleved to gain time, as he 
was unarmed, and hta cousins had slipped out to get 
arms from the other house. One of the men asked 7 (ir 
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a drink, and anoiber catling lo a surikd laborer in the 
crowd reminded him that three reeks before the three 
had been at the Dam tor half a day. The 
turned to draw the drink close by the door, and the 
>HHinge9t ol tbe three. |>utti^ ht» revolver to hia vie* 
iirn's back, ahot him dead. The other Italians Aed tbe 
house. The murderer was calmly taking a roll of 
$i.i<e>frocn a baf huni; around the dead man*a neck 
when the cousins rosh^ in. opening fire. For a few 
sevonda there was a sharp fusillade- At the end of it 
the two cousins lay in their own blood on the door be* 
Hide the dead man. and the rubbers rushed from the 
shanty, two of them supporting the third. 

There was a slender youth in tbe crowd who saw the 
bloody work and ran tWo miles to the village to tel) of 
tbe tragedy. He was unable to speak English, and for 
some time no one took the trouble to find out what he 
was trying to tell. Italians began to pour into the vil¬ 
lage. Among them were the three d^peradoea^ The 
townspeople were terrified. Tbe news reached Joe 
Colombo, an Italian employed at the Tilly Foster mine, 
a young man who has been in this country fourteen 
years and Is thoroughly Amerkanized. He Hurried to 


the scene. The village was in a panu', and of all hands 
the only man who stood by his guns was Joe Colombo. 
Ke quieted the villagers, the fiolice were notified, and 
Deputy Shertd Harrv Lewis and poese began the hunt 
for the men, who had now vanished. The two wounded 
coosios were hurried to the bospital in Danbury. Coo* 
neetlcub Henry WelU. a young attorney, was first to 
their aid. From that minute to this the officials who 
could have caught the tiandiU have been "on tbe look¬ 
out," and probably will be for some years to come. 

£uy Esespe pf iht 

jot Cclotnbu. who knew what should have been 
done, raged in \*aiQ over tbe matter. He begged to 
be allowed to go at ofH'e to New York to try lu track 
the men on tips he had gut frnm the Italians of tbe 
village One of the men he knew br i^ight. Ke was 
assured the men had "gone toward DanWry and tbe 
Danbury police would get them." 

In a d^ or two it was learned that Colombo had been 
right. The three men boarded s tram for New York 
at Hrewsters Station made their way acroM tbe city 


to Brisiklyn. and when nearly under cover the wounded 
man succumbed. Two policemen thought they were 
helping home a drunken man and paid no further at¬ 
tention. Later that night an Italian was found shot, 
hanging over a fence in a dying conduion. He refused 
steadily to tell his name, or where or how he received 
his w«)und The day after the murder, one of the three 
desperadoes reappeared at Brewsters, observed the 
'‘bfwcd" of tbe pursuit, and under the very noaeaof the 
officers frightened the haHsns into silence by threats 
and went away. When Joe Cedombu told tbe oOicera 
this they laughed at him. In twenty-four hours one 
would have thought a fdagoe had smitten the spot. 
When ] visited wbai had been the scene of busy activ¬ 
ity. It was absolutely deserted. All the Italians bad 

( ;une from the entire divinity eseept a few in the vtl- 
ige, who were trembling for their lives, at tbe bandit 
who came back left word fur all to go. In order to ksi- 
ter evidence. Joe Cniombn has ignored all warnings.

W E left Port Arthur on 
ibe evening of the 
3 d ol September at 
eight o'clock, with a good 
wind and bright mognlighl. 
and about half-past nine to 
ten o'clock our great danger 
presented itselfin tbe shape 
of the first line of battle¬ 
ships of tbe Japaneae block* 
ade and we were compelled 
to change our direction for a lime, The second line 
of the blockade was auccesafuUy passed about one 
o'clock, and was very much mofoaifficuU to do, be¬ 
cause the moon was just disappearing and the Japanese 
searchlights were beginning llveir usual work. in fact 
the searchlight from one of the Japanese cruisers nar¬ 
rowly missed our Junk. and. happily for ua. the moon 
had just giKie down—so we were missed br it. 

After the greatest danger had been left behind, we 
could breathe eaaicr. although all the danger was net 
yet in the past. We were followed for a lung tune by 
another juok with a Japanese crew on hoard, but thev 
did not atop us. After that another juok appeared, 
making directly for us. but the wind was good, and we 
were ahead of it. Wc feared that It waa a pifate s 
junk, but our captain assured us that there was n4> 
ilangef. At si« o'clock in the morning ^Saturday) wr 
saw a ship coming in our direction, and for an hour we 
had rather a good scare, but tbe ship was the Ked Croto 
hospiul ship of the Japanese, and all we lisd to do was 
to liide^l alone being left, stretched out on the deck 
. aered over with all the dirty blankets, etc., and with 
theCliioesc sitting on my feet and some lying upon 
my b^y. I was simtiat smothered for fully an hour 
\\t finely p«sed unobserved, and arrived here at three 
nVIock on Sunday morning 

I was in E*ort Arthur before atwl after the war broke 
out. and up to the iweaent time, although I was not 
able to take an active pan in any of the good work 
being done by the ladies, i was constantly seeing and 
hearing of the wonderful things that were being done 
hy tbe different hospital stafft* aided by the ladies ol 
Fort Arthur. 

For each thousand wounded there are thirty Uained 


nurses, and some few of (he ladies help wiiti the light 
oursing. but rmwt nf them pass tbe lung huun vf the 
hot days making garments for the invalids, for the 
Mddiers at the Irout alsj^ It is quite good to see huw 
beautifuUv clean the Red CroM nivpitalsare kept. In 
bpile of the absence of wash men. which has already 
lasted some months. All the laundry wi»rk is done by 
the puc*f wumen and by the aoldiers' wives; thus the 
si^k and wounded arc Kept cnmfnruble and clean in 
the dreadful heaL StckneuB there is none, and the only 
danger is from the Large files with retl heads; they are 
the flies that come from the north, having fed cm the 
dead hodira. and who bring the poieon wnh then--aDd 
if one is bitten bv one of them there is no hope i me 
i:a>e was reported of a doctor who had been bitten by 
one of these flies; he was bitten on the thumb; he cut 
off that member, then the whole arm, but the poison 
slou'ly rearhesl bis heart, and finally he died 

Every day in the week the band plays in ooeor an¬ 
other nf the hospitals: one day In the New Rusaian 
Town, and one day In the Old Tuwn. and on such days 
you can see the larriage of Mrs. Stoeasel at the door, 
and her plrasant face in the hospital, speaking to and 
MmsoUng the mrit, bringing frr-h eggs. etc., w those 
who need them most, and taking an inierrst in every¬ 
thing. ererv kiml of work that IS being done by onr- 
and all. The <»iher taUies do the same, and the sick 
men arc bdgUtcnrd bv their visits and comfortnl by 
the gay music. The Red Cfo**s Amhiilafrce Society u 
mubt beuutilully arranged—some wagons arc made 
qnite large, with woiidiriul mattrrsses ami clean cush- 
iim». curtains. eU. In these they can put intm three 
to tnur wimTHtcd. The litters are c arried by the sol¬ 
diers themselves, and sometimes we can set jiart uf a 


regiment returning carry¬ 
ing their HK'k comr^ea with 
them. Then they have lit¬ 
ters uo wheels, that is toaay 
that tbe litter b built on 
a ofie-lime JinrikUba, and 
it looks very conifuruble, 
and losL but not least, ia 
the bicycle-bed. fur thoae 
the most gravely wounded. 
These conveyances axe al* 
ways acce>mpanfed by one of the Red Croaa Aiattfs. 
and Mimettmn*. when the sun ia so merciless, thev 
make the sufferer a bed of fresh leaves. In fact, 
everything is beautifully done. 

I If the town I can say but a poasing word. The 
bomhardmctiiH were cuniinual bur almost two months, 
but the Ml two weeks r>( mv stay we had a time of 
rqHHse. The old town is almost a wreck, my own home 
was completely ruined, three bombs having found tlieir 
way tn visit it. the Kuasian church also receiv^ two. 
and tbe streets are full of holes made by tbe bombs. 
It waa truly wonderful to aee buw few lives were lost 
by these btm bard merits, sometimes tlie Japanese fired 
;u many as fifty times at the Red Cross bospiul. bul ni» 
harm was done. Once ] counted fifty-sevea which thev 
directed at the Russian artillery stand, and not one 
bomb touched either man or be^ts. The troops are 
quite cheerful, and it Is pleasant to hoar them on their 
return from a three days' duty at tbe front come 
marching home singing gayly—although there arc 
many places vacant in their raiika, The same thing 
happens when they leave; sometimes they meet all 
aUmg the road tbe wounded and dying cotnrados. In 
such cases each man uncovers and i uisaea himoelf and 
then cooimues bis Mmg. In foci, one can not imagine 
a finer or braver set of men- They do their work cheer- 
fuUv, and they have unlimited confidence in theirpuuer 
to defend and keep Port Arthur; so with their faith in 
"prurer" and in themselves they can easily sing on the 
march- The opinion of all who are Id the fortreas is 
that the Japanese will never taka pA^rt Arthur, and 
my own opinion is the same, ami I can folly ansure 
you that I am sure of the "Sund" and not the "Fall" 
of Port Arthur.

F airly kmjo Oiiw Senator Lodg«» Mr Page, and 
Mr White wiW nelect winners for the Short Story 
pnxes. and their opinion will be awaited nowhere, 
not e^ren among authors, with more trepidation 
than in ihb office. No living man knows what elements 
will Dfevail—style, feeling, niot. character, originality, 
tiniah. sabatance. form. In reading some huodr^ 
stories^ I have been struck again with the truth <ti 
Ariatotif's observation, to the effect that many write 
well, some depkt character, hut few produce 
plots. The plot which is so rare in literature is not in* 
dependcot of character-development or rharavtef'flay. 
It IS not the Sherlock flolmes spei*ies o( pint, rare nn 1 
eicellent as that It at its best. It it •* 
story which b io itself profoundly inter* 
csting as a tale, but whVh springs from 
human nature and elucidates it. From 
the rarity of good plots grows the rarity 
of got^ endings In drama a doxen first 
acts succeed to one last act. A doxen 
stories afottse interest where one satisfies 
it. The younger Dnmaa said lliat be al¬ 
ways saw hlalaat scene hrst. In short 
stories aWo the conclusion tesu the tale 
Karlier iiarts show what there is of 
human nature, ot literary gift, of aimos* 
phere. but nut until the end can we judgv 
the episode itself. The central question 
is always what happened, Why It hajH 
pened is subordinate* The weaknem of 
much refined fiction is that reasons and 
analyses are more abundant than the deeds 
they should explain. In some of the best 
stories in the world a little surprise,, or 
ftudden change of tone, is kept for the 
4 onclusson. SlcVImH turns abruptly from 
tiM dramatic dbiouemeot of ‘ Caroicn*' ti« 

4 discussion of the gypsy language. In 
nne of Balaac's most tamuns stones. *'La 
Grande BreiKhe." the reader may won* 
der hoW the author is going to wind up 
without abruptiiees or anti-chmsx. He 
gives spice to the end with the only touch 
of light malice that appears In the narra¬ 
tive. A wife has sworn that no one is in 
the closet which her husbaod has had 
walled up, Twenty days he stays in his 
wife*# room, to prevent the lover's rescue 
When, on some noise from the closet, the 
wife aitempu to plead fur the dying 
stranger, tne husband answers. "You 
swore on the cross that there was no one 
there.'* 

So ends the actual tale, but as it has all 
been pul in a certain person's mouth, 

Haixac la able to descend to a graceful 
and light conclusion by the Mhiwing 
addition: 

'After this story all the ladies led the 
table, aod the charm in which Bianchon 
Had held them was brokeo, Nevertheless^ 
a few of them bad fell a cold shiver run 
down their backs when they heard his 
last words."

LHeroiure. Art and Money 


D ONATRLLO was once asked w.- 
cording to report. •‘Why dn you not 
have a palace in the country, and a 
lown house, like yotif com mere Ul friends, 
the rich sculptors?*' 

He replied. **Because I am an artist." 
The reader who sends that story u^es it 
as an argument agamat present money¬ 
making tendencies to art. Visitors from 
other lands are frequently amaxed. and 
also shocked, at the prices paid to some 
of nur authors and illustrators, and at the 
exclusive arrangements which are a spe* 
cialty of American journalism, They 
think that a man who is under contract 
to work for one publH*at»on is*'ownevr’ 
by that jmWication The arrangement 
affects them as harshly as uur frequent 
expressMm that So-and-s«» "married two 
millioo dollars." Breexv. they think, but 
ersM. and a threat of spiritual depravity. 
To my mind, busine^v device* which put 
the stU nearer, io a pecuoasty teOkc. to 


the trades and orofeioions, arc just and wbolesoone. 
The writer or illustrator gains by the ability uf the 
businesa man to bring him. without effort on (us port, 
to the attention of greater numbers. Baprrience fihuw» 
that an artist Is likely to improve rather than lower the 
quality of hi* product by arrangements whkh enable 
him lo earn ibe same money with lesi w^wk Deterio¬ 
ration IS more likely to be seen In a writer or artist 
who tries to locrease his nwn popularity, by the nature 
of his work, than m one who msken an arrangement 
by which busineso men undertake to increase the m{> 
uiarity of what the artist naturally |»rodui.es The 
expluflation of some nf uur best artists by intclli 
gent publishers results m im|»rovlng the taste ol the 
public without towering the standards ol the arikts. 


AdvgrilsMients 


F IRBIGNEXS in tbU country frequently speak of 
the superiority ol our magasmes. adding a regret 
at the number of advertisements, which is rather 
ingenuous, since it I* regretting that the husiness men 
pav for the eicellence of Uic periodicals, instead of the 
suWrihers. to say nothing of the fail that to ciumy ot 
the tn«»st <*bservant readers the advertisements are the 
most interesting pari of varuKis prominent magatines* 
The adveriisemenls tell what the pet»ple are Hke. 
cause they tell what they are interested In and what 
apiwals to their aliention, Advertisement i* psychol* 
^y applie<l to the ta*k of catching the eye and quKkly 
imprer^itig the thought. One of the reasons that 
William L. D«»ugU« Is (H>ver nor'elect of 
Maseeh usetls to*day is that he knew s^j 
well what remark • would mtereat a cer¬ 
tain class of readers in the question of 
*H<M, Hi# advertisements are not built 
4m the lines genenlly accepted a* sound, 
but ihry fill the needs of his particular 
appeal. 

Almivsi as funny as the foreigner's 
prejudice against the printing of adver¬ 
tisements il all are some occasional ob 
iecthms by American* who have isot yet 
irarned the principleB of that businew. 
For insunce, CNili.ikh's. during the cam* 
tKkign. In it> regular advertising pages, 
clearly designated a* such, printea mat¬ 
ter ftirnbheu by the Republican Campaign 
Committee, and it would have pleased us 
mifre had there been advertisement* by 
the Democrats the Socialtsu. the Popu¬ 
lists. the ProhlblUonists. and whatever 
other parties may have been in the con¬ 
test. The Kepublk'an advertisement called 
forth wrathy denunciation from hasty or 
untuuwed readers, who cither mistook 
the advertisement for an editorial artule 
or thought (hat a political party should not 
buy a hearing, oa an equality with a wiaii 
manufacturer, but should be excluded a* 
immoral or injurlou* to the public health 
S«>me readers sent In these sheet* inter 
lined with such comment# a*' You can I 
prove this." "This ta a lie." The bliAdoeM 
with whkh some human beings devour 
ilieir newapa|ier» is incredible. oThen this 
journal carried, in the same issue, articles 
M and against Hearsl. with italic ddi^ 
explaining the reasons for allowing both 
sitles a hearing, many raging reader* can 
celed their subAcnptbm# on the ground 
that we had aoUl out to Mr. ifearst. ll 
ia. of course, impmeible to avoid mislead¬ 
ing readers of exactly that type of mind 
There are* However, various evils con¬ 
nected with the rapidly growing and 
w ho lew^in thus Incas or advertising. Some 
very deleterious concoctions are thus 
forced upon the people, with high recom> 
mendationa from acton and other persons 
who gain by publtcliy. There la at Wash 
ingtoo a regular industry, consisting 
wholly of securing eulogies for various ar¬ 
ticles from prominent individuals, liien 
there is the esthetic aspect, also, just 
now being fought out in connection with 
the New York subway. The worst re¬ 
sult, artistically, of aavertising is along 
the railway lines, where a farmer's wile 
will nearly always allow her meadow to 
be disfigured in retunt foe tbe glib aod 
plausible agent's offer of a free box of 
tMtters. which she hardly know* whether 
to eat <»r turn over to her sick cow. The 
time will come, probably, when such out¬ 
rages to the face of nature will be forbid¬ 
den. and we conatantiy gam m restriction 
nf misleading advertisements. But tbe 
legitimate use of this method of getting 
argument# and ideas before the public 
mnnl will ioctnaae. ax wa* strikingly il 
lustrated during the recent campaign by 
the Republkan campaign m8n.vferK. For 
a newspaper to connive at anything whkh 
misleads its readers i* one thing. For 
II to keep from them the oppf«nuntty te 
hear more than one side of a concroversv 
legnimaicly presented ts another. A

Among them the fact 
that In bis thirty-ofie yearn of service he 
and the crew under him have saved the 
lives of one hundred and thirty-one men 
and women out of a possible of one hun¬ 
dred and thiny-two.

S etlcally. that "the fellow got dissy sume- 
ow ana locked himself in the cabin, and 
we didn't know he was there uniil she 
broke up and be got washed ashore."

T Hh MOST important APPCHNTMHNT which ihc Frisi- 
diMU U likely to make i& cu the post of Attorney*<General. 
Mr. M«k)uv U likely ooc to remain for the whole term. Mr 
is a level'headeil man. hardly the however, ftir pre« 

cisely the kind 4>f work neeiieil in the present situatUm. At 
one time a sample rumor oiTcrcd the post to former Governor Hr Ac k 
of Now York, a man of some ability and a lucrative practice, but 
entirely unworthy of a position which requires great judgment a> 
well ns Che highest legal knowledge. The fumor, which vc heartily 
disbelicw, crciiiced the President with a wiltingncsh li> appoint Black 
to take him <jut of the scramble for the New York Senatormhip. 
that prize for which ihc political vultures are in full Vi^mpetition. 
Mr. llr.PEw, the present incumbent, is not dead, except in so far 
as he is an opponent cf Governor Oleli., who announces his in- 
tention to dictate the selection of a Senator to the legislature of 
which he is supreme boss. National offices however, arc not 
likely, under Mr. KocK^rvs:LT, to be Klled on principles as low as 
those which are expressed in New York Senators. The President, 
when Mr Moody retires, will doubtless ap|>oint a man whom the 
American l>ar and at least the well-informed part iff the American 
|ieoplc wii) accept as worthy. The success of the next Adnjinij^ira- 
tiun depends to a large extent on the Atiomey-(#eneral. He should 
lie a man who knows all about coq>orations, and appre- 
T proper activities as well as their improper 

and illegal unes. He should know much of business 
as well as much of law. In spile of harmless barking frr>m the 
yellow press, he should be what is called a corporation lawyer— 
in other wunix, a lawyer so able in his profession and of su<'h 
administrative talent that the great business enterprises liavr sought 
h\% services. He should, if possible, tie. a man wht>, while Mill 
young, has had enough of money-making and would gu intu public 
life because of its worth and higher interest. As examples of 
what is meant, wc will mention two or three, where a dozen could 
as earity be named. Mr. Ivl.llfU KfH*T would rondurt the nfhi v 
with brilliant ability. Mr. Viciok Mowaw^etz, the highest authority 
on corpurut*.m law^ in the country, and alsii a very oble business 
man. is antilher illustration of what is needed. Mr. Joh>( joitK- 
MiN, who by a tong distance leads the Pennsylvania bar, and al^^ 
has what is probably the most important |)rar.tute before the United 
States Supreme Court, is another. The difficulty it not in naming 
such men. but in inducing one of the very l>cbt to do the wiirk. 
The ITcsident. however, appreciating the significance uf the trust 
problem f(K many years to come, it lik<’ty. if a change comes, to 
fill the office on the highest legal afid executive eunxiderations, 
without allowing local ptditie» tu Agure in any way. 

IT WILL TAkK A STaILSMAN not only with a (forcible char- 
1 aeter, but with a gift for clear reawming about financial matters, 
tu make any general breach in uur preiieni tariff, butireased as it 
is by s«) many interests which have prt>spcrc<l oo account uf it. 
(Vrtain things, however, may be accomplished, without a general 
readjustment. Mr. Douglas summed up the result in Massachu¬ 
setts thus: **My election means the hrst gun in a lutrilr f<ir rec- 
ipn.city and tariff relief, f was elected as a result of the aroused 
feeling o< this .Mate oii the xubject. It was broader than a labor 
movement. My vote was uniform throughout the fanning and 
textile mills sections.

If any change is ma<]e. within a moderate time, it will proLably 
be in reciprocity, but it is to be remembernl that Mr. If tv has 
negotiated some two dozen reciprocity treaties which have liecn 
thrown out in the Senate, ami that noble body represents luirticular 
aggregations of property tu-day as much as il ever has representeil 
them. I’rohably the tax on Iw^oks and will removed at thr 
lirst convenient ojH>ortunity. The I*hi1ip}>inr question is partly one 
of tariff duties, and it is one tui which the eonwi^-nce id thr people 
ix dissarisfii'd. The American (jt^wmment bus liecii plausibly charged 
with Ixithcring to<i much about politics and educatum in those 
islands, and too Utile about industry, which Is at the basis of ail 
civilized existence.

T Hh GOOPhH BILL, now before Congress, backed by (uiversiorw 
La Foiuitr, VvN SsNT, and ('rnwiNX, brings forward the 
question of the ?>e&l method of regulating railways. It is one 
thing to prevent cornbinationx, which was the issue in the Nurihern 
Securities C3>c. It is a different thing to check cxtortiofl by con¬ 
trolling rates. The regulatnm of charges is huikeil upon by most 
experts, including lilieral-minded traffic men themselves, as the 
mtwt* promising ^dution. with greater adtantages and fewer harms 
than interference with combination. In tlirectly productive busi¬ 
ness. as i.) the case of sugar, oil, or beef, competuion is a good 
thing, and monopoly an evil. Tranxportation, however, is waste¬ 
ful unkxx it ix nuni«»{>oly, and< the prabitni is not to keep ali%*c 
parallel fighting lines, but to secure good and cheap service from a 
single line. The relation which rates iKar t<» prosperity causes pro¬ 
found conrticts of mtert^t. Due town may Ih* mined .ind another 
made by a slight shading in rates of carriage. 'The coa! business 
may l>4)om in one part of the country and die in another, unices rates 
are so arranged as tu equalize the resulting price at the great cen¬ 
tres. Take the sort cnal probtrin ax it ix faced by the I'eimsylvania 
system. The iVnnxylvania controls the Baltimore fk Ohio and the 
Norfolk fk Western, and, Jmntly with the New York ( cntral, it con¬ 
trols alMi the Chesapeake & Ohio and Philadelphia 
Reading. The New V«>fk ('entral also Cornells the S a^iVwVv*^ 
IKreeh Crerk. These roads carry soft coal from widely 
xtattcreU points, south and west, to the .Atlantic xeatHianl. The 
failroaits, by their, command uf cars as well as rates, reguiuie the 
output and the price from all these |M>ints, which are m direct 
competition, although they reach the centres from such opp<jsitu 
direr turns. As far as such a great coinbinatiuji rairia*s the price 
of a necessity of life, it ix an evil, and there comes in the need of 
regulation. As far, however, as it enables competing intcfa*stx to 
work uut their complex affairs satixfaelurily. it fills n natural need. 

The merits uf this particular Quarlcx^ lliMVKk bill we shall coo- 
Alder from lime to time. At present we shall only <rbserve that 
the gcnetal newspaper statements of its proposed cffcit are incor¬ 
rect. It is not accurate tu say that the Supreme ('oim tiuik away 
powers from the Interstate Commerce Commixsinn As a matter 
of fact, the Commixxion itself, when first constituted (Judge 1 ''»olev 
and .Mr. Walki.x then being members of the tlommi.Hsion), reached 
the Lt>nclu..>oa that it had not the p^jwer to Jix rates. Sul>>rquently 
the Comr.iission tuck a different view, and when the caxe came up 
before the Supreme Court of the United Slates, the biter dccuti'd 
that the view of the t^ommission when Judge Goos.cv wax its lead¬ 
ing niemlrcf was the correct one and that l?ungrcs.s ha<t never 
giten to the Commission power to fix rates. 

E ach WEKK that passes shows Mr. Brian's unfitness to 

make any good out of the shattered Democracy. Instead of 
progressing tu a point where he might lui grasp the principles of 
change ax to unite all or many of the noo-cunxervativc eleitirnts 
of the population, he relies upon an extreme expression of the 
kind of ratficalism for which he has been twice uvenrhetioinglv 
rejected. Hix calk is b<iund to make thousands of traditional 
iHrnirK'ntx realize huw much wiser and truer a ih^niucrat ^ff. 
RiVrsrvEiT is than the man whose soul seems xo bent upon (woving 
that his silver ideax arc Still matters of public principle in.vtcad 
of private folly, and su bent U|h>q doing what he can 
to xhatter the Federal judiciary. Instead uf helping J J ^ 
to create a division in which people of clear heads and 
comnum-sense can be at home in the more liberal party, hix ac¬ 
tivities now lend towani making iqoH another walkover by iden¬ 
tifying one organizatiun with muddle-headed discunient, of a brand 
much more Kur<»pean than American. The l>einocratic oppor- 
tiiiuty is great. The mde(>emlent voter showed hi^ increasing 
alertness in Missoun. Wisconsin, MaxxaidiuM'ttx, Khiwle Ixiarid. 
t'ulorado, Mont-ma, .MinneiM>ta, Michigan, and indreil, U* a certain 
extent, in nearly all the States. If Mr. Brvax tnterpreu such 
^igns as A desire to go back and declare that he was infaUiblc and 
inspired in t^6 and 1900, he would serve his party best by step- 
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pint; I>rii^ ukin^, if powbic. Mr 1 Ira«$t along with 

him. He if now eUborately trying to nn«s of the fotinda* 

liofin uf ihc ftystcin under which we have done fairly well by ap« 
proving everything that would reduce the judiciary tv a nullity. 
He dtiesn^t seem to know a real American i»&ue when he Me* it. 
If he wishes to make a United Sute» Supreme (!ourt Judge as 
much the creature of some cemstitueots, as dependent for his sea* 
lion on the accidents of popularity, as an alderman or a ward 
leader, he may be able Co hinder (he growth of a successfully 
Ubeml party. He will cerumly not increase the trust which the 
American people are walling tci reptase in him. 

A RUSSIAN GRAND UUKB meets the news of the people of his 
country by a genial observation: ^H'hese peasants think, I sup* 
pose, tiui Russia exists fur them, as a dog does for its fleas. 
Which means that the Russian people arc now desiring a voice in 
their altairs so modest and small that in Aimrnca the necessity of 
the rci|urst seems almost ridiculous. The ICmpress is afruid that 
if the f>eople are given any metre liberty they will explode biimbs 
on her infant son. Up in Canada dwells a philosopher who looks 
upun dcmucracy in America much as Che Grand Ihikc aforesaid 
and the impress took upun Russian stirrings fur seU^gtivernment. 
Mr., or PrufesHor, (oii.pwis Smith id Tonintu is ilistressUMl at our 
elections. is/' he says, **with regarti to the form proviiletl 

for the election of the President, however, that the 
j e a c M I A D s work of the fathers has most signally and. perhaps. 

most unhappily (ailed. Their intention was that the 
President should t>e elected by chosen bodies uf select and respun- 
siblc citiiens." Since the people have taken the noiuiiiations into 
their own hands, and made the electors mere registers of their will. 
Mr. Smith thinks the result has been process of national agita¬ 
tion and conflict which Sets at work ail the* forces of political in¬ 
trigue and corruption on the most enormous scale, besides filling the 
country with passions almost as violent and anti-social os those 
of civil war. The qualification for the nomination is no longer 
eminence, but availability. It is not a tpie^lion which man is most 
worthy of piihlic confidence, but which man can carry New York 
or Ohio." The last election indicated that Cf^ming from a doubtful 
State will count less hcrcaflrr. and the rest of Mr. Swirtt'^ jeremiad 
IS about as ocnstblc as the epigram of the Russian Grand Duke. 

S IX-DAY BICYCl.l: RACES, which are on the horizon again, 
stand high in the list of unexcused brutalities. Delicate na¬ 
tures object to football, a sp^irt which may need further change 
of rules, but which is full uf excellent training fur luirticipantw 
and of normal and wholesome interest for observers. Some people 
would take all violence out of life and make the small boy iden¬ 
tical in spirit with an anwmic girl. There is a middle way between 
being squeamish and being calluuK, and any middle way whatever 
wiiuld condemn the six day bicycle struggles, which are dependent 
for the excitement they create not on skill, beauty, or any healthy 
element whatever, but on the morbid instincts which ant pleased 
when a man’s eyes bulge in his head from exhaustion, 
^ o a p veins are swollen, and hlood spurt» from his 

nuso. .An ordinance was introduced In New York pm- 
vUting that **hercafter, in any bicycle race, or other contest of 
speed, skill, or endnrance, it shall be unlawful for any contestant 
to continue in any such race or contest for a longer nine than 
three hours during any twenty-fvhours." Some such provision 
w<»uld be a step in a good direction. Long-distance bicycle riding 
is the most brutal exhibition now allowed in the United States by 
law. rnze-fighting has mure science. Bull fighting has at least 
something uf the dramatic and the picturvsque. To watch men 
driven by drugs and desperattM around a ring until they dr<ip, 
brings nut sonic of the most degraded attributes for which hu¬ 
manity has to blush. Prohibition of such exhibited brutality would 
be warmly supported by enlightened publir opinion. 

A S A BUYER OF ART WORKS Mr J. Pirup.ivr Muruan has 
deserved well of his country. As a reorganiser of the Metro- 
piluan Muocum every boil y expects hiai to succeed bnltiantly. lie 
knows men. he is an ex|)«rt in organization, and he wishes that 
iIh; United States sJiall possess as much as possible of what great 
art is purchasable. If our profound representatives at Washing¬ 
ton would take off their benighted tax on a branch of education 
which tbeir suspicious minds still view with distrust, Mr. MoauAN 


would do still more privately for beauty in America than he has 
already done. The Metropolitan, however, is so wealthy and so 
influential that it offers greater opportunities than any individual 
enterprise. The vacancy in the directorship creates a siiuaium 
which has been looked forwant to W'ith mingled feelings. The 
board of trustees coiUains oouble fmuulx. who^r past influence 
has been bad and whose future dccision> have been feared. The 
selection of Mr. Moruan for the controlling function is a scarcely 
cx|>ected exhibition of inieHtgence. He mar (ail, of course, in 
choosing the right man, but failure is not ex|ie<*.ted of 
him. The position of director is so full of possibilities ovpJatulj^rY 
fur expanding and impruvmg knowledge and interests in 
America that some rd the l)ex( qualiricd men in the world would 
gladly take it. Mr. Mokcan% mil a great expert mart matters him¬ 
self, probably knows what principles to apply. Hr knows the few 
.American painters, sculptors, and architects ubo by ooinmon con¬ 
sent stand in a class by themselves. A selection which will receive 
the approval of those men will lie Huccessful. A selection which 
will displease them and satisfy some business men. and some un¬ 
successful and querulous artists, will mean the continuance of evils 
under which the educated public has chafed long enough. 

I N ACTING THE NERVES are subjected lo a heavier strain than 
in most other arts, because the medium in which the actor ex¬ 
presses himself is not |iatnt or marble or written words, hut his 
own body. To do his work well he may need to be keyed to the 
highest nervous ivasion, and yet if he is keyed too high he may 
lose by strain and exaggeration. (>oud and had first nightvrx arc 
familiar categories in theatrical language. There are probably a 
majority who thrive on special excitement, like a first night, which 
rsihRr helps their performance, as the monotony of repetition ren¬ 
ders it mechanical. As calm a nature as CoQt:i:i.i^*s, for example, 
•would be about the same at one performance as at an* 
other. Dusk would differ much from night to night. i-itsi mohts 
M rs. is, relatively to her talent and her permanent 

level, the worst first nighter we know. Seeing her Hedda Gablcr 
on the opening night last season, we were disappointed by a *M'k 
of thoniughnr&s and of distinct characterization; seeing it again 
this year, at a matinee, wr thought it immensurably ahead of a.iy 
other Hedda, and captivating in its dash, light and shade, and 
buoyant intelligence. And this firsc-nighi panic—i>r whatever it is 
—comes with every part she plays. Such inequalities iiiiglii Uv 
suptM^se^l to count for much in reputation, but the effect un the 
world's judgment is less thjn would he expected. In acting, as 
in most things, ^hat really counts is «*hai merit there is m us, 
not uur minor vacillations. 

S cepticism and credulity may each he destructive to 

knowledge and understanding. After a reference to the cele¬ 
brated medium, Mrs. Pipkr, some weeks ago. we received elaborate 
epistolatory demonstrations that her supposed performances arc 
scientifically impossible. Scepticism in its proper sense is neces¬ 
sary to clear thought, hut scepticism as mere disbelief of what is 
not understood is as stupid as the blindest superstition. Mrs. 
Pipra is about the only medium that the scientific bodies have 
found very satisfactory, and if they have not learned anything pre¬ 
cise from her they have at least received light upon the limits and 
boundaries of knowledge, which is in itself profitable enlightenment. 

It might be natural to laugh ut>on obserxong that Fnglishmen 
eminent m various directions, and including Geomox Mkrkdiih, 
AirxKO Ki^nsci. Waui.xce. the Bishop of E^xetcr, Gscak 
Hrowxis'O, and the student uf phrenology anil hypnrv t'*u \ a 

tism. Dr. Hoi LANOKR. have founded a aiKiety with so 
large a purpose as *’the study of human nature, not through any one 
department of science, hut, by taking from all its different braoi hex 
the most practical and useful, to arrive at a kmiwledge of the in- 
leilect and character of man and the laws which g^ivem their 
manifestation." It might Ik* natural to laugh, but it would noi 
be judicious to do so, fur a res|MXt for the complex ami uiikroi;n 
elements of human nature t% a useful adjunct to the narrower 
scientific spirit. It it difficult to write upon this topic withoui 
quoting Hamlet's remark to Huraliu, but w<* refrain, although 
agreeing with Hamlet perfrctly. Much that used to lie vagueiy 
dismissed as imaginary is now clearly grasped by physiologkal 
psychology. Science Ha» killed nianj strange beliefs, but created 
others which are nut less strange.

with sensational "Mafia." "Black Hand. ' and "Ca* 
morra" stories. What little attention the public han 
paid to the terrible influx of alien criminals into the 
country IMS been attracted by such things as the crime 
of the unspeakable beast at tiullalo; by the dastardly 
work of Hrascia and Laiccfaini, foreign Anarch iata, and 
thecouDtlewi mysterious outrages among Italians Laid 
tu the door of the Mafia and the Blade Hand. The coo- 
ditioD b bad enough, but our miMonceptioa of it is 
worse, and I hope here to present and support my con* 
victioD. arising from my researches, that there is no such 
thing as an organist criminal secret society or Mafia 
in thisonintry as yet. but that we are verging on worse 
things than Camunia. CaUbruk of Sicily ever knew. 

It is dirticult tor an Amencan to understand the 
Mafia, not as a society, but as a c«»ndktion h is only a 
name, a class reference, juat as are **Wii(te Caps." 
"Hooligans." "Holly MtOuires." and "Ku-Kliix" with 
us. Its age does mu aJd <»ne whit to it'^ definite char* 
acter, and the very origin of the wtird is colloquial. It 
tpnngsfrom Ma/r/rva/ilonesof the evJl iifr|, and has 
Its variation in (a bad man) and (par* 

tlcipanu in etif/iti These w<irds again naie their 

variations In the dialects of Italia Ueridionale. the 
Calabreae. Bosilkatese. Sicilian, Apulian, 
and Abrustese. 

Given astrong*hearled. hot-blooded race, 
sucb as are (he mack Italians of the south, 
and then given centuries of oppceiwton, 
mulcting, malicious injustke from the 
north, and frequent changes of rulers and 
codes of laws, landlords, and economic con¬ 
ditions. and tt U not surprising that the 
uouthem Italian became a i««cial guerilla in 
behalf of hiaiseU and his kin against the 
rest of tbe world. S(» did the "Moonlight¬ 


ers" in Ireland. Respect for laws which 
afforded him no prxitection. whether under 
fyreek. Roman, Bvxantine. M<.*orish, Nor- 
rnan. Spanish, or Vrench rule, became an 
unknown quantity. Uisregsrd and con- 
tempi grew into a tradllbm. and not enough 
years have elapaed since Garibaldi's famous 
m4rch for freedom to alter the southern 
nature. H it forbore in patience for cen¬ 
turies before at inide to the knife in the ter¬ 
rible "SiciHan Vespers." these latter times 
of peace and security must as patiently 
work the reformation. Poverty, such as is 
incomprehensible in thU countrv. and pro 
found Ignorance the statistics of which are 
appalling, serve to check the development of 
civic virtues^alded by tbe oppression of 
the priesthood and the grinding, crushing 
/g/yegife. the system of ownership of the 
land by a few. wbo cqmpel the many (who 
must till those lands ur starve) to give one- 
half of the crop for tbe privilege ui produc¬ 
ing it. These things have thrown tbe 
luUan of the south on the defensive against 
all men, and Heaven help his oppressors of 


the north If ever be takes the aggressive* As s pei>- 

[ ile 1 have said the worst of them when calling them 
gniirant and lauJesa. for the blood which arouses to 
fierce slaying heal on pruvocstiofi is by the same token 
a blo«*d of generous. Joviog. loyal, and tender hearta. 
They are Industrious, hofieul. thrifty, eager to learn, 
keen in judgment, cautious io operations, and tenacious 
of those ideab ciunmiin tu the Catholic peasantry the 
world over. I firmly believe that, with proper appre¬ 
ciation and handling, the millions of Itakuns from the 
south coming to the United States will fora one of our 
most reliable and conservaUve clasaea of general so- 
ckty. but if we continue to treat them as "dirty dsgos," 
pay them for fraudulent naturaliaation lod voting, ci- 
poee them to the contamioatloD. subversion, and ^pre¬ 
dation of their own criminal cLasses, we muat expMt 
such abasement of our insiitutkine as the colonial 
founders never could have fureseen. One man in every 
ten wh«» comes here as an immigrant had better, for 
tbe good of society, be pitched overthiard in mid-ocean, 
foe he aborts our benevolent assicn ilalian of the other 
nine. He b like p'»k;<»n among them, and under our 
police systems, that are ni*t r>ne’tentb as severe as those 
uf lulyi he fosters crime and thrives on the pr<»ceeds. 
Sc it will come about that our imported feliow-citlMns 
will take our tools nf a beneficent civilixation and turn 
them into weapons againsl our civic rights, our prop* 
erty. and our lives. They are doing it now. 

It is this one man in ten who b mafiSt. When he 
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comes from tbe cuuotrv districts he comes from the 
mafia dicampagma, and when he comes from the city 
he enmes from the mafia titta If he hai'e edua* 
tion, position, wealth, aixl high skill of legal, literary, 
medical, or terhmcal sort, he b ul the mafia aita; if 
fr«itn the classes uf the ignorant and ]KH>r, ne is of the 
mafia haiia. 

The mafia has no laws, no written records, no mem* 
bershin rolls, and no organixatmti more than comes 
friMD force of circumstance. It has no offleers except 
as necemity dictates. Its leaden arise naturally, and 
iu activity is spasmodic. It is at all times oppurtuniat. 
The man who wfcahes to retire from tbe gang to respec¬ 
tability does so without asking consent of his feltows, 
and all that he need do b keep their sccreu and stand 
ready to afford assistance in time of troohle. There 
are the following general punitive sihl other processes 
which are well unuer«(t<Kftd: murder in order tu silence, 
for punishment, or now and tlim for moral effect un the 

{ lUbliC; ibesliblestsbli^lied by perjury; the anonvmuua 
elter of demand, threat, or warning, and false testi¬ 
mony or s^lvnce under ail pre^ure in order lu protect a 
comrade, ixiuia Tro^ tbe Harlem banker, was killed 
as an example. Benedetto Msduma, whoiw b*uly was 
found in a barrel in New York City, was killed to 
silence him* 

During centuries these were the methods by whkh 
oppressed communities defended their righis against 
in)uitkw and des^iutsBOi. sod. ss I have said, age lent 
them virtue as they became ingrained, in- 
bteil. and trsditiofial. Men uf position, 
driven by politkal pressure, fled to the 
mountains and bei Ame iMndits; by reason 
of superior gilts some became bandit chiefs, 
with here and thrre a cofnm*»n man. born a 
leader, who arose and outshone them all. 
The law of the knife became as virtuous ax 
the law of the bullet among the RKwntalii- 
eers of Keniuikv. Wlsk Virginia, am) Ten¬ 
nessee tonUy 'f here ate thousands of men 
stiil living id Italy wbo were members of 
the bands that held the rmiumatn roads be¬ 
fore * 70 . Many, many of their compatriots 
are in the Vniied Statess and one cmioenily 
respectable Iialion importer in New Yora 
whom I might mention had a name of dread 
in RasilK'Uta. They called bim "II Lupu" 
("The Wolf"), and now he is a member of 
the Italian Chamber of Commerew. But be 
is a good citnen. 

It is odd. but there is just about one man 
ID a doten in the while race who ts oatu* 
rally nredatory. When Victor Rmmanuel 
voD the confidence of reunited Italy, tbe 
banditti that had joined Garibaldi and Ca- 
vour m iStx:i. in their nrarchea to the king¬ 
dom of Naples, one from tbe south and the 
other frum ttie north, went iwaceably bark 
to their native valleys and took to the plow.

T HR ACAson's bonks have all been publisJied, the 
display of ChrUimaw lilrrary wares U now com¬ 
plete^ and during this month the great public will 
spend much lime in umiibiig the tease that ha«» 
been prepared for them by tl»e book* makers. The 
niiinlier of books does luH seem to he so Large as in 
f<irnivr years, and the fuss made about them appears to 
be less. A noticealrie decline ba» taken pta<e in the 
Hreakfast Pi«nd style of advertisement to pash ftc.bm. 
The clamor over eclitiuna of one hundred thousand has 
died down and a chaatmed air of sober and accurate 
atJilem^nt fiervadcs the book trade. 

Tnis is a g*K>tl thing fur the authnr who has heen 
unduly puffed up, and for the publisher. w*hose 
pr«»liis may nuw reuwmably appr<«ach his priniol 
declaration^ 

The only notable books of biography (his year are 
" Recollections and Lenora of Robert R. Lee," in which 
the great general who had the respect of all Ameri¬ 
cana ia detMCied by bis won and by his own written 
Weirds: and Moncure U. Conway's **Reminiscences." 
Last year furnished three books of eoual import 4n<e 
— M or ley's ''Gla^Uume/* Senator iloar's "Auto* 
biography.** and ijeiieral Gordon's "Kemlni^ceniw^*" 
There is a growing cnnaciousneM among Americans of 
the value and vital interest of these biographical rec¬ 
ords uf their great men—and they have become a |icr- 
manent and profitable part of the publishing buxines 
instead of live t*erfuMCtnry work of an esecuttir who 
generally bore tne expense of an oflicial blograpliy that 
was little read.

The 
Kipling of the '’Plain Tales" was esxenliallya ilever 
journalist, filling a column with undeniably scintillat* 
ing firewurks. Hut lh« UNUired skill of the literury 
artist, the breadth id sympathy and the freedom of im¬ 
agination whH'h belong to a really great writer arc 
all in "Traffics and Dismvertea." Kvrn the much- 
maligned PyeiToft is a creation of sulastantial vigor 
and und)ing hiimof—ju«t a little befi>w the great Mul- 
vaney hini«elf. The xiplinr of Kim and '’They" is 
Worth a doxen of the "Plain Tales" youngster. 

Jack I..<mi.inn would never have found his literary 
Miflsciuuinew* if there had nut been a Kipling. In 
"The Sea-Wolf" he haii attempted a verv big prmdem. 
He seemed to master it for two thirds of the ofHik and 
then grew ctinvrntiunal. His style rt full of pfrturtTiijue 
Vigor, and his power of definite characterixatioa is re¬ 
markable There are two books wlih which "The Sea-

Chambers, who is always nmusing ana often sym¬ 
pathetic: "The Seekers." by Harry Leon Wilson-^n 
attempt to apply the arguments of riigrrsi»ll to a lamily 
of respectable 1 ^ea by ter ians; "Christmas Bveon Limio 
S i»me.^' by John Fog. Ir.^hort stories of the Kentucky 
Mountains in the delightful vein of "The Little Shep¬ 
herd"; and that exquisite rural idyl. "The Soldier of 
the Valiev/' by Nelson Lloyd- -a oiingliogof delicate 
humor and patb«*s that can reasonably be cum pared 
with Barrie's shorter stories. 

A chapter might be written about the season's poetry 
—the amusing attempts to be profound, and the j>nj* 
found efforts to be funny. But out of the rock there 
are a few worthy of preservation Henry van Dyke's 
"Music and Other PoeniA," a real poet's work, in line 
with the best tradliions nf Kngliah vrr>e: Bliss Car¬ 
man's "Songs from a Xorthern Gankn/* Frank 
Defti|«ter Sherman's ' Lyrics of Joy." and Clinton 
Scollard*!

said it before, and thousands will say it hereafter. Nothing creates 
this black, ironic view more than the wholesale method of extin* 
guishing human breath, of crushing human bones. Man looks so 
little now, in conAict with enormous bursting shells, with explosions 
of the earth beneath him, with great fires burning in his path, 
with mines and countermines, and bullets traveling accurately for 
miles in silence, that the whole game has lost its glory and become 
a gory reckoning nf cost. Increased naval appropriations—yes, no 
doubt; but without excitement, and with a heavy heart. 


T Hh PROFOUND HARM which ts done to the very fibre of a 
nation by unhealthy work of children and women is one of the 
things on which feeling is most in acconi and most intense. Narrow 
and selfish interest, however, is a constant obstacle to measures in¬ 
troduced by enlightened feelings. Sometimes where good laws are 
passed the conditions arc not improved. New York State under 
Commissioner McM.ickin has illustrated this. T"he New York law 
is now regarded as model legislation on this subject, in some re¬ 
spects superior to that of Massachusetts. So far, however, have 
some of Its provisions been from enforcement that the facts are 
as had as they arc in some of those Southern States 
OMiLD iAiM>t about which such a protest has been raised. T'he idea 
that any cheap (lolitician is goml enough for the post 
held by McMackin is a disgrace to the State, for his positioD is 
one which influences the actual material of our race. Children of 
four and five have been allowed to work, under McMackin, and one 
of six has l^eeii found working until nine o’clock at night. In one 
factory alone were three hundreil children under fourteen, and in 
the busy season this factory is open until two or three o’clock in the 
morning. I'he trades-unions favor the aboUtioa of child labor, as. 
all decent members of the community do. Only low greed supports 
it. Let us devoutly hope that in this respect the administration of 
Governor Hicoixs will be an improvement upon the admtQistratiOQ 
which preceded. 


F ALSB AFFIDAVnS make it easy to cheat all ihild labor laws 
which are not strictly administered. Thousands of children are 
at work through the perjury of their parents. A school principal 
on the East Side of New York City says that three-fifths of the cer¬ 
tificates which come to her give ages which she knows to be false. 
Concrete examples give life to principles. One girl, whose parents 
swore off three years of her life, works in a factory from seven-thirty 
in the morning to six at night, although the is subject to epileptic 
fits and it troubled with a weak heart. I'Uc schooling which she 
has receivcil in all her life amounts to just one month, .Another 
girl, typical of a great number, during the busy season 'Mips” candy 
five days in thv week from seven in the morning until 
^hktsx% AND jn ntcht. and on the other day from eight till nine, 

with thirty minutes for luncheon and fifteen minutes for 
supper. Her aggregate number of hours for the week during the 
busy season is seventy eight and one-half. Naturally she has weak 
eyes, round shoulders, and a hollow chest, and it is not easy to 
estimate the value of her life, and the lives of her future children, 
to herself or to the world. Another example is a giri four feet tall 
and twelve years old, who. during the busy season, works from 
seven-thirty in the morning until seven at night, with thirty minutes 
off for luncheon. For her week’s work of sixty-five hours she is 
paid $i.7S. These cases are typical. M’e btiast of the prosperity, 
liapptness, and enlightenment of our country, but we have much yet 
to do. 1 'his is the Christmas season. It is a time for happiness, 
but H ie a time also for thoughts of other children than oar own, 
children whose bodies and souls are bargalucd and sworn away, 
u

RCr.OlXTIVO 
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T he PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE made certain an active discussion 
of the whole question of railway regulatiim. Two subjecu 
should be kept perfectly distinct: rebates and the fixing of rates. 
It is on the second subject that the railways fed aggrieved. Under 
the Interstate Commerce Act every unreasonable charge by a rail* 
road is prohibited and declared unlawful. .A shipper who has paid 
an unreasonably high charge can recover the excess over a reason¬ 
able charge, and the railroad is also liable to him for the full amount 
of any damage he may have sustained together with the amount of 
his attorney’s fee. Furthermorr, if the cliarge was reasonable, but 
higher than the railroad demanded from another shipper under sim* 
ilar circumstances, the man who paid the higher charge can recover 
the difference between the two rates and damages in addition. Under 
the scheme proposed by the President, if the Commission established 
an unreasfinably low rate, the railnad apparently would 
be obliged to do business at that rate during the interval 
between the date of the Commission’s order and the 
nullification of the order by a court, without having any remedy to 
recover the amount Imt. NVhile the existence of a legal remedy 
may nut be of much practical benefit to either siilr, the discrimina¬ 
tion against the railroad seems to offer a just ground for criticism, 
and all such just objections, however unimportant^ should be elim¬ 
inated. By such elimination greater force will be lent to the move* 
meat toward remedying the real evil. Discrimination has caused 
much more barm than have rates that ire 100 high, for rates, on 
the whole, have not been very' excessive. Rebates, passes, im|>ro|)er 
lobbirs, and the whole system of illegal influence and privilege, arc 
what most need lo be eradicated. The President has the people 
behind him in this as in must othur portions nf his message. Indeed, 
the sweepingness of his victory was due to the general belief that 
he would cautiously but bravely lead the effort to dimin unjust 
advantage and to v<]ualixe opportunity^ 1 he railways have the 
strongest executive talent in the Und in their service, and the 
ablest legal minds to give plausible presentalipn iif their case. 
Their main (Kunt, that the Interstate Commerce Commission, as 
at present constituted, hardly possesses (he knowleilge and ahiUty 
to determine rates justly, has tuuvh t<» be saiil for it. That com¬ 
mission ought to be strengthened, and the exact relation srhich it 
should hold to the fixing ol rates is a topic which will bear the 
fullest discussion. 


•-AWHILE THIS IS A GOVERNMENT of parties,” wys a recent 
W editorial in the Kmporia "Gasette,” ’-and while, of course, 
partisans will govern the country for many years to come, yet {mt- 
Ij&an leaders more and mure are bring guided—not to say scared-^ 
by the non-partisan vote. And the members of (uirties arc pretty 
generally looking about them for political instruction, and no longer 
take their platforms and candidates canned by the party machine.'* 
Mr, Whiix applivw these truths to journalism and its future, point¬ 
ing out ”with what faith ami with what trust .Americans are lookifig 
to authentic, unbiased sources for their political information and 
comment. The party organ has its place—but the area it occupies 
in the respect of the people ts growing smaller every year.” '{'hr 
independent voting in Missouri, Muxsachusrtts, Minnesota, Culttrado, 
M’isi'unsin, New A'ork, and other Stales has iH'en much cummented 
on, but we have not seen much about the result in the State of 
Washington. Gne of our correspondents from that State 
analyses the situation thus: ”'rhe contest has been along 
similar lines to that of Governor La Fm.i uttc. The 
revolt here has been over the establishment of a Railroad Commis¬ 
sion, or rather the defeat of that measure by the railroad lobby, and 
a protest against the disgraceful surrender of the last Republican 
Convention to the railroads, which was complete and most barefaced. 
M’hile the DcouHTatic candidate was not successful in securing elec- 
tiuD, the vote showed the sentiment of the people on the questions 
at issue. Rotvscvti r*s majority was 71,000. though the most sanguine 
of his supporters did not expect 50.000, while the norm**il Republkao 
majority is between 30.000 and 35.000. Mt-aP. the railr^mtl can¬ 
didate for (iovernor. only got in with 16.750. His opponent wa> 
eX'Senator (iF.okcf Tca.NSK of the .Alaska Houndnry Comminaion, 
who but for the overwhelming Kr>i;SEVELT sentinirnt would have 
doubtless been elected,” On this showing the Spokane Review” 
claims for Washington a larger indepemlent vote proportionately than 
any other State In the Union. However that may be, it »% true 
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that the growth of indcpendcRcc poUticallt is sinking in the North- 
west. One of the most caitcrljr awaited improvements m political 
tone is the breaking away from (larty rr^utine of the Southern 
Sta(v>». lNrrCRi»4»i.i/s now lamous remark, that he would turn 
ilhriscian when Nfisiuiufi went Republican, shows the extent and 
rapidity of the change. 


T he ST. LOUIS fair wa» not yet cinsetl when Sfwculation )>egan 
about future simifar events. When these ex|)oi»itio<is do not pay 


directly, they probably do in the whole result, even in a purely money 
sense, and they are an education aiul the source of impulse.

immediately by some of the greatest battlegrounds, and that she 
was the most strategic point. 1 'hc United States (rovcrnmcnl has 
contemplated the erection of a peace memr^rial arch at ChatUnooga. 
and there is in general just now a mo<jd for celebrating peace. 
The Portland fair will be especially represi'ntative of the Oregnji 
country -of that territury which passed under our sovereignty by 
the treaty with Great Britain in 1S4A, and which includes the present 
States of Oregon. Washington, ldah(^ aiul a part of Montana and 
Wyoming. The Ls.w'is and Ci ahx expedition gave to the United 
States a cfiuxt line on the Pacific and enabled us to hold the country 
west of the Rocky Mountains and south of the 49th parallel.

No wonder the ad¬ 
venturess is ioteresting. If she were not, she could never be, with 
any success, an adventitreSK. Human nature. Heaven be praisctl, 
is full of trust, as Mme. HtruecRT and Mrs. CH.\nwit:K knew when 
they laid their plans. They found in bankers the credulity which 
lambs exhibit over Wall Street tips, but it was more mixed with 
kinilness and with the natural sympathy of man with woman in 
distress, especially, perhaps, when that distress conrems one mov¬ 
ing in conspicuous circles.

nei'Cioo with almost ever)* building of iraportaoce, especially the 
buildings for rich owners, whereby the leading employers in each 
line would divide up the work. These leading employers were gen* 
orally a small coterie in each trade, and there was plenty to go 
around. There were no cut prices, everything was easy, and the 
architects through whom the work had to be securcil were made to 
believe that the only way in gi;l their work d<»ne pn>perly was to let 
it to some one «>f the 'big fuur' or the 'big five* or the 'big six/ as 
the case might be/* When an employer "misbehaved** strikes were 
declared against him, procured by the other employers in the ring, 
in collusion with the uninns, by the help of such delegates as Sam 
Parks. The unions caught up the methods of the employers. 
Practically to close their books of membership was analogous to the 
formation of the emptoyern* ring. They got the upper hand and 
the employers repented. That u the situation tuKlay. New unions 
have been formed under eniMuragemeni from the Kniployers* Asso* 
elation, and lockouts and strikes arc proceeding merrily. If both 
ends have learned moderation and the ilangcr of conspiracy as a 
system, the poor old publu* will be able to bandage some of the 
bruises inllicted by the bricks frr^m both the i^ppoKing forces. 

A new IM.VIKjR ATION law U likely to be enacted at ihe next 
long session. Mr. SaRokst. Commissioner of Immigration, be* 
lie%nrs that a stringent provision for knowing the past of every alien 
is a necessity, and he favors pa&stxirt retiuircments as strict as 
those enforced by some European nations. Objectionable aiiribuces 
brought by immigrants arc crime, discAsc, ignorance, and pauperism. 
The last is provided against moderately well at present. An edu¬ 
cation clau.Ae would tw desirable in a new law, hut there will be 
opposition to it. Mr. Saroilvt thinks that two serious contagious 
diseases, one of the eyes and one of the scalp, arc likely to become 
prevalent in the United States if we do not extend and improve our 
system of medical supervision in foreign ports. When 
AND *coVgiIes 5 immigrant reaches this country, after a week or 
two of spreading contagion over a ship, it is too late. 
So with oritiie, the remedy shoiiid be applied in Europe or Asia, 
not in America, where very little information can be secured. 
Foreign police departments give much attention to sending their 
must dangerous critninaU to America. Steamship companies enter 
into the most disgraceful agreements to increase their steerage 
trafRc. The United States is a hospitable refuge, but it should 
hardly be a penal settlement or an asylum for the diseased. (*on- 
gress could well stutre some time from its usual inturidmiige of 
private interests to protect the country from a rapidly increasing 
menace of deterioration. While occupied with the subject, it should 
take any possible steps to facilitate distribution instead of congestion 
of those immigrants who are allowed to enter.

Duped Business Men for Years, and Caused the Failure of a National BanK

A* to the methods which the w<wnan directly em¬ 
ployed in obtaining monry. her deslintH with tl^r Citi¬ 
zens National Bank of ODerlin, the \^'ade Park Hank 
of Ckveland. and Herbert B. Newton uf Brookline, 
through which she got over half a mallion dollars, are 
sufficiently eapbnatory, White living in her Euclid 
Avenue home, apparently a woman «»f wealth, whose 
social position was secure. Mrs. Chadwick went lo Ira 
Reynolds, the secretary-treasurer of the Wade Park 
Bank. She had paned between ^sou.ooo and $$ 00^000 
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cl^rAUiph Che Wuie Parle Rank before that* Reynolds 
Miyt, aaO he had perfect ciMtAdence in her. She 
brought a bundle of alleged securities worth, ahe aaid, 
$S.oou.nw>. and xhi^wed alto a itide bearing the 

name of Andrew Carnegie. Tne securities were after* 
ward shown to have a puper value of about $t>,000.000. 
She wanted Rrynoids to keep the neciirities for her, 
and she hod a list of them which she asked hire to sign 
by way of a receipt. When he hesitated, she eiclaimed 
with an air of injured innocence. "Perhaps you wish to 
eaamme them to verify my w<ird. Mr. Reynolds’" He 
assured her that he did not dooht her word, and she 
departerl. carrying Keyfbdds' p«|ier attesting to the 
fart (hat he held in trust for her the $5,000,000 worth 
of stocks and bonds Reynolds was led to believe in 
the genuineness of the whole transaction, because the 
woman had already told him. he says, that she was 
Andrew Carnegie's illegiiimale daughter. 

In a recent interview he thus described tlie iransac* 
lion' "It was Mrs. Chadwick who handed me a rough 
draft of the attests written in pencil, and requested me 
to write it out in ink and sign my name t<» it. I was ao 
thoroughly satisfied that she had told the truth con* 
cerniiig her birth that not for a moment did I 
disinist her, when I mechanically copied it in 
Ink and handed it to her. What is nt«>rc. I made _ 
A copy of the attest for r>r. Chadwick, who said 
be wante<l it in the event that anything ha|^ 
pened to Mrs. Cha^lwick while he was in Europe.

fur that reason I was aoctmhdtnt that the debth would 
be settled " Beckwith further confessed that Mrs 
Chadwick had made a to him that he (Reck 

with) would be made iruatee of tlie $5.<iu>.ono fund 
which she rlaimctl. and whkh he then believed con 
sisled of good eecarities, and in the pofvevsinn of Ira 
Reynolds. The directors of the Oberlin bank were nut 
informed of the loans made Co Mr* Chadwick. The 
old president and his secretary were arrested on the 
night of December 4, charged with violating the bank* 
ing laws, and they must stand trial along with the 
woman who dopea them. The methods which Mr* 
Chadwick wed in these cases were similarly tried in

■ucceia. Her proposition* generally promised large 
rewards to those who would help her out with fund* 
Many rumors have circulated ataiut her dealings in 
Pittsburg.

Mr. Carnegie's emphatic denial that he ever signed 
the •4>ca]leu "Carnegie miles" of Mrs. Chadwick, 
backed up by his statement that he had not bsiued a 
note (or many yean, was accepted by the authorities 
a* convincing'proof of their fraudulent character. The 
papers which were held in trust by Ira Reymdds were 
found, when examined, to coasiat of three packages, 
each under seal.

"Andrew Carnegie"; also a trust agreement, dated 
February er, ii;oi. and signed "Andrew Carnegie.** 
pufpurting to be a receipt trir securities valued in ex- 
resa of |i3.oijij,riiiiK delivered to Mr. Carnegie by F. K. 
Macon (deceasedl. Mr*. Chadwick's uncle. Package 
No. a contained a duplirate c^opy of the trust agree¬ 
ment. Package Nu. 5 contained a note fur $t.Kuo. ex- 
•■'^uted by Emily and Daniel Pine, f'Ayable to CAS*ie L. 
Chadwick, and a reurtgage to secure the same. Mr. 
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Carnegie not only denied that the note* were genuine, 
but declared that he hod never seen Mrs. Chadwick nor 
heard of her until the expfKiv of her 4itveratlon«. 

Tbe identification of Mrs. ChodwUk as Madame De 
Vere, by a number of perKjnswbo knew Madame l>e 
Vere when she was in the penitentiary, adds an ea¬ 
ts reiv new rKapter to Mrs. Chadwick's sMiry. Madame 
De Vert was arrestcit In Toledo on January 15. tatyi, on 
the charge of forgery, while ahe was doing business 
there as a cUirroyant. Site anil one Jiiseph Lamb, an 
express Aewwnger. vere indicted on the charge of forg¬ 
ing a note for $5.'iui>, purporting to be drasn in favor 
of one Florinda ir. Hlvihe, and signed by Richard 
Brown, which was pissed on (he First National Bank 
of Tnledn, l^amb w,if> *1 quitted, but MaiUme l>r Vere 
was sentenced to nine atidone-half years in prison. Ai 
the end of three and 'me-Halt years fihe waa rrlessed oii 
parole by William McKinley, then Itovernor ]( ap¬ 
peared at the time that the woman bad originally been 
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Blixabeth M* Bl$key of Rastvood. Ontario. Her family 
knew her as Lylie. While a young girl, she was tried 
un the charge of forgery, but was acquitted on the 
ground that at the time she bud been temporarily in- 
Kune She hail since been known under many aliases.

it IIexplained that she boarded w*Kh a womoti ol 
that name, and aftenranl Ai<«iumed it as a con¬ 
venient alias.

Mrs. Chaduiik was arrested by tbe KederoJ 
authuiitieson December I.at the liolel lireolin. 
in New Y«irk. after having fiitied from one hotel 
to another for several days. She was unable to 
obtain bail and went (o the Tombs. After several days 
of uncertainly she waived exapiination in the Federal 
Court, and laken to Cleveland, where the Cniled 
States Graml Jury lud returned seven indictments 
againf.! her. alK-glng ronsinracy, aiding and abetting, 
and other offences. The same jury charged Bcckw Uli 
and Spear with misapprupriating the fund^of a nAtional 
bartk. On December 17 Mrs. Chadwick pleaded not 
guiltv to every charge brought against her. declined to 
give Mil. and was remanded to jail to await trial. She 
has engaged pi^werful cminsel to defend her-^ounsel 
that would not take up such a case witliout a definite ar¬ 
rangement for a ci»mmenturate reward.
